JOHN WESLEY. 


A NEW STORY OF HIS LIFE. 
eee WESLEY, born 1703, died 1791, 

was, perhaps, the greatest religious 
organiser in English history. Little 
wonder that he has been the subject of 
books sufficient fo fill a formidable library 
A latter-day prospector may ‘well turn 
away from a claim where every inch of 
ground has been so thoroughly sifted ; but, 
fortunately, Mr. Lunn has not been 
deterred.

the son of a Methodist 
missionary and a Church of Ireland 
mother, Mr. Lunn has approached his 
subject with due respect. fíor all that the 
name of Wesley means to the millions of 
his followers, but with a spirit appraising 
rather than impassioned. He confesses, 
indeed, to a faint preliminary prejudice, 
the natural reaction of the normal man 
against the paragon obtruded before his 
bovish eyes. In the study of Wesley's 
“Journal” any such prejudice faded 
away and a conscious analysis of the 
change in himself has enabled Mr. Lunn 
to emphasise these traits in Wesley’s 
character which demand universal respect. 
Henley and Hugh Price Hughes could un- 
reservedly unite in admiration of the 
‘‘unconquerable soul’’ which Mr. Lunn 
puts before us.

Wesley was the sixteenth child-of a 
twenty-fifth child. He started life with 
three advantages: his parents were poor, 
able and upright. They began his educa- 
tion at home, and managed to enter him 
at Charterhouse, from which he got a 
scholarship at Oxford, and in due time 
became a Fellow of Lincolm There was 
nothing very remarkab]> about the young 
Oxford student. Boys of character who 
have been brought up in the strictest sect 
of the Pharisees are usually either anti- 
nomian or priggish in their under- 
graduate days. Certain biographers, 
anxious for a spectacular conversion, have 
portrayed the young Wesley as a _ back- 
slider and unregenerate. Their prolonged 
and extensive researches have revealed the 
appalling fact that Wesley translated into 
English a Latin poem about a flea, but 
thi is about the sum total of his 
delinquencies. In truth, at this period 
Wesley was inclining dangerously toward 
the less pleasant alternative; he was re- 
markably like a prig. Engaged in a 
meticulous search for personal sanctity 
and with narrow rigi’ views, he gave little 
promise of the golden charity which illu- 
minated his later years. But for a chance 
meeting which diverted him into a wider 
life Wesley might never have been known 
except as one among the numerous 
eighteenth century divines who combined 
an abundance of scholarship with a taste 
for dialectics. 

General Oglethorpe, the founder of 
Georgia, had returned to England in 
search for new colonists and for a pastor 
for those already settled. He took to 
John Wesley at once, and on October 14th, 
1735, John and his brother Charles em- 
barked for America. His stay in that 
continent was short. Not two years had 
elapsed when his flock, irritated beyond 
sufferance by his «tactless vigour, im- 
peached him formally on a jumbled series 
of unsustainable counts. The indictment 
broke down, but Wesley returned to 
Europe to all appearance a failure. 
Nevertheless, the experience had meant 
much to his character. He had tasted 
doubt and fear, defeat and calumny ; had 
been forced into respect for men whose 
opinions were at variance with his own; 
and had gained his first knowledge of 
women, í i 

. + . . + 

Wesley’s relations with women were a 
tragic. comedy. His open and _ logical 
mind could not appreciate their thoug)rts, 
alike more tortuous and more intuitive. He 
never learnt to discriminate between a 
Jezebel and a Magdalen. When Mrs. 
Hawkins, wife of Oglethorpe’s surgeon, 
and a dangerous slut, set her cap at the 
new pastor, Wesley convinced himself 
that she was seeking spiritual salvation: 
an unfortunate misunderstanding. ending 
in an interview in which Mrs. Hawkins 
attacked Wesley with a revolver in one 
hand and a scissors in the other, swearing 
to cut short his life or his hair.

her teeth. Wesley offered up a‘ thanks- 
giving for his deliverance from the sex, 
und immediately fell in love with another 
woman. She was as good and suitable as 
Mrs. Hfawkins was bad, and warmly 
returned his love. But Wesley, with a 
crassness which still enrages the reader 
after a lapse of nearly two centuries, 
refused to understand her heart, vacil- 
lated, sermonised, consulted his friends, 
and finally took refuge in the puerility ‘ol 
sortilege. The lot was adverse. Wesley 
submitted to Providence, and the lady 
married another, 

Ten years passed and Wesley was again 
in love, this time with Grace Murray; 
but again a maddening vacillation, a per- 
verted quixotry and a reliance on every- 
body’s views but his own almost drove the 
woman into the arms of another lover. 
Still another decade went by before Wesley 
for the third time thought of marriage. 
By now he considered himself: sufficiently 
experienced to rely on his own unaided 
judgement. He married his choice out of 
hand, and found, too late, that she was 
the complete vixen. Not content with the 
resources of her tongue, she would attack 
her husband and drag him along the floor 
by his head, tearing out his hair by hand- 
fuls, and, when this amusement palled, 
she deserted him and inflicted even more 
crue] wounds by publishing portions of his 
letters to her so deliberately mutilated as 
to imply serious imputations on his 
character. Wesley supported her death 
with more than Christian resignation. 

So much for Wesley’s foibles and 
failures. His success is more generally 
known. In 1738, shortly after his return 
from America, he underwent a renewed 
spiritual awakening and started on those 
fifty-three years of toil which were to 
change the heart of England. His un- 
remitting industry in well-doing has few 
parallels. He rose habitually at 4 a.m., 
averaged twenty miles travelling a day, 
preached more than 40,000 sermons, and 
wrote over 200 books besides a cloud of 
pamphlets. ‘‘In his eighty-sixth year he 
preached in almost every shire in Eng- 
land and Wales, and often rode from 
thirty to fifty miles in a day.” Opposi- 
tion only. serves to stimulate him. The 
bishops close the churches to him ; he takes 
the open field for his pews and for his 
pulpit a ruined wall. Angry mobs, incited 
by pious lies, assail him with stones and 
cudgels; he marches fearlessly intó their 
ranks, and by his persénal’ magnetism 
makes them first his friends and then his 
converts. He preaches continually and 
organises, organises.

LORD PAUNCEFOTE. 


- 


OON after the close of the Great War 
the notion gained currency that the 
old diplomacy was exploded; its methods, 
having been faulty an. found wanting. 
were out of date, and something entirely 
new and above board, with all the cards 
on the table, was necessary tc ensure the 
easy working of one country with another 
After reading this excellent Life of Lord 
Pauncefote, by Professor Mowat, we are 
not sure that the older method was not the 
hest ; indeed, we are certain that we desire 
nothing better. 

Here was an Englishman, a lawyer, 
who had spent many years in Hong Kong 
and the Leeward Islands, and had become 
Permanent Under-Secretary of the 
Foreign Office. At the age of sixty-one 
he was sent as Minister (afterwards 
as Ambassador) to Washington, where he 
was to remain thirteen years, even to the 
day of his death. His years of service 
were marked by big events in the relations 
of Great Britain and the United States, 
leading up to a more enduring peace between 
the two. Pauncefote was the chief 
negotiator in the dispute on the Behring 
Sea seal fisheries and the still more 
troublesome Venezuela boundary dispute ; 
and but for him there would have been 
no Hague tribunal. It is true that he 
was disappointed when the Senate rejected 
the General Arbitration Treaty of 1897, 
but even here he had sown good seed which 
was to bring a rich harvest in later years. 

America paid him honour when he died. 
President Roosevelt lowered the flag on the 
White House to half-mast—an act said 
to be without precedent—and, calling 
personally at the British Embassy, added 
to the official condolences that he had lost 
a friend. He departed further from 
official etiquette by personally attending 
the funeral -service. 

What was the secret of his success? It 
is set forth in the introduction which 
Pauncefote’s daughter has written for this 
book. Her father, she says, was ‘‘a born 
humanitarian, with a keen and kindly 
insight anto human nature,’ which 
qualities, well developed by his legal train- 
ing and practice, produced that high sense 
of justice (always tempered by mercy) 
that was his outstanding trait. He 
possessed also sound common sense and a 
great fund of. humour, so that he much 
appreciated American wit, and the quick 
and clever yive-and-take of American 
conversation.” 

The sunshine and the clear atmosphere 
of Washington seemed to permeate every 
activity of his mission. His genuinely 
friendly relations with four Presidents. 
seven Secretaries of State, the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and. with 
the official world generally, speak 
eloquently without more words, of the 
confidence and sympathetic understanding 
inspired on both sides. 

There may be somethin: more than we 
suspect in the new diplomacy, but more 
certainly its professors have something to 
learn from this upright, kindly, 
conscientious and capable English gentle- 
man, who did so much to promote peace 
and friendliness between the two great

THE EMPTY 
STABLES. 
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DIN'S CONVERSATIONS 
BY THE WAY. 
————— 

FROM CHAUFFEUR TO 


GROOM. 
—— 
(By D. M. LARGE.) 


NCE every week, and sometimes twice, 
it is Din Mahon’s duty and 
privilege to jog for some miles along a 
muddy road—or, to be move exact, along a 
comparatively clean footpath—riding one 
of the horses for whose bodily and mental 
comfort he has for long been responsible, 
and leading the other. Arrived at the 
meet, he dismounts and watches for the 
first sign of the motor car from which the 
owners of the horses hastily emerge. 
Mounting, they move away, leaving Din, 
the groom, to fill the second of his réles— 
that of driver of, and attendant to, the 
car. In this he dashes about fr the rest 
of the day; ostensibly so as to be at the 
right place for picking up the riders, but 
really so as to see as much of the sport as 
it is at all possible for a motorist to see. 
Ccher road-followers have learned the 
wisdom of keeping Din Mahon in view, 
and of allowing less knowledgeable on- 
lookers to whisk round corners anc to dash 
down side-roads‘in the direction taken by 
the hounds. Din knows better, and makes 
straight for some point for which, he 
assures his admirers, the fox is also 
making; and, if they are wise, they do 
not argue, but blindly follow one who 
sweins to enjoy the confidence of every red 
lieynard in that whole countryside. 


AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 


The hunt over, Din, the chauffeur, leaves 
the wheel and becomes the groom once 
more, with an eagle eve for cuts and 
swellings, that is only equalled in 
Sharpness by his sensitive ear for 
knockings and rattlings in the engine of 
the car. His employers, with a horrified 
and incredulous look at the petrol gauge, 
siart for home, Din swings himself into 
the saddle again, and, leading the second 
tired, muddy horse, turns his face towards 
the distant stables. 

The jog home jis usually a good deal 
Jonger than the jog out, but Din has 
plenty of company in the other groom- 
chauffeurs, and interesting conversation 
can shorten the longest road. The 
subjects chosen are, indeed, varied, with a 
marked preference for sport and politics 
and the vagaries of those set in authority. 
A new tax of any kind will last for miles, 
especially if it is raining; and there is 
the ever-green discussion as to the rival 
merits of the respective cars in which the 
riders have covered so much ground since 
morning. 

Yesterday it was the affairs of very 
exalted people that ocupied their thoughts, 


_and caused them to question very seriously 


the advantage of being so much in the 
public eye. Din had the whole matter at 
his finger-ends, and most of the others had 
heard something about it; so, punctuated 
by injunctions to some tired horse to 
“hold up, ” they talked the matter over 
among themselves. “T declare to man.” 
said Din, “but Ryalty an’ all, he had to 
let the hunthers go—twelve of them no 
Jess—an’ he standin’ by an’ watchin’ that, 
an’ thinkin’ of all the sport they gev him 
afther those fancy hounds in England. 
Go help him. an’ he only to .eep wan 
out of the whole lot, for hackin’, you 
might say. T thought terrible bad of him 
when IL heard tell of it; for I think he 
was always a galus little lad an’ never 
knew when he was bet.’’ 


A REVISED OPINION. 


The man on the big black horse was a 
Socialist, and he too had his say. “What 
odds does it make to the likes of him,’’ 
he said argumentatively, “if he does sell 
a few horses itself? Aren’t there plenty 
more where them come from, an’ mebbe 
hetther ones? Them fellas 1s not so givish, 
T can tell vou, that they’ll knock their- 
selves very much about.” 

Din patted the damp neck of the bay 
horse, of whom he savs that he is ‘‘ too 
damn delicate about his mash.’ “Why

he said simply. * But sure it isn’t the 
fame thing at all. Wouldn't I think 
terrible bad to see this lad goin’, even if 
there was a blood Arab comin’ in instead 
of him; an’ | believe King George's son 
was the verv same about Miss Muffit, the 
way the young lad at hone is about the 
pony here.”

‘Them stables must bh: idle enough 
alther twelve horses, ” he said. “I thought 
the place was terrible quite when Play 
Acthor went off that time.” 

Din’s charges quickened their. pace a 
little when a turn of the road brought 
them in sight of the red gate standing 
open. ‘T'was on account of the father 
bein’ so bad that he done it,’’ said Din. 
‘*Tle’s betther now, 1 believe, but for a 
ood shtart there he was only waitin’ for 
the best hour. I used to think Ryalty 
had it all their own way, but now 1'in not 
too sure at all.’”’ 

The two horses turned sharply in at the 
cateway, as though fearful of being taken 
further on. ‘‘So Jong lads,” said Din, 
and rode into the yard.

Glenasmole. 


One of the last strongholds of the Irish 
language in the neighbourhood of Dublin 
was the Valley of Glenasmole, through 
which flows the Dodder from its source on 
Kippure. Eugene O’Curry stayed at the 
little hamlet of Castlekelly in 1837 and 
wrote most interesting letters, now in the 
Royal Irish Academy, about this district. 
An old man of 84, named William Rafter, 
who spoke Irish fluently, and had 
retained all his faculties perfectly, said 
that forty years before the only people in 
the Glen who spoke English were the car- 
men who went into Dublin. This place is 
reputed to have been the scene of some 
of the classic exploits of Fionn MacCumh- 
aill and Ossian, and the place-names 
translated, have most poetic sounds, such 
as “the great wood,’ “the fairy 
mound,” ‘‘ the brakes of the noble hound,’’ 
‘‘the ravens’ hollow.’’

Lady Constance Malleson, who arrived 
in Dublin a few days ago on her way to 
her old home, Castle Wellan, County 
Down, was telling me that her tour of 
South Africa, with Miss Sybil Thorndyke 
and Mr. Casson, irom which she has just 
returned, was most successiul and de- 
lightful.

Belfast Cathedral. 


The Bishop of Down will dedicate in 
Jelfast Cathedral on Sunday afternoon 
next a notable addition to the carving of 
the Cathedral. This takes the form of 
the Respond of Wisdom and is the gift 
of the Misses Shearman in memory of 
their father, the Rev. J. N. Shearman, 
Rector of St. Matthew's, Belfast ; of their 
mother, who was a sister of the Dean of 
St. Patrick’s, and of their brother, the 
Rev. J. F. Shearman, Curate of Clontarf. 
The sculptor is Miss Rosamund Pracger, 
who has worked from the designs of Sir 
Charles Nicholson. The Primate will 
vive an address. The chief feature of the 
Respond is a representation on its 
eastern face of Solomen, who holds in his 
left hand an open book, while the fingers 
of the right hand press. back the leaves 
and direct attention to the writing within. 
The whole is set in foliage. The Respond 
also bears the legend in raised letters, 
‘The fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of Wisdom.’’ At the base of the Respond 
on the two spurs are carved the writhing 
forms of serpents, the old symbol of 
Wisdom. On the corbel above appears 
the Archangel Uriel, “the light of God,”’ 
symbolising his name and traditional] 
office by a sundial.

FARMERS AND TAXATION. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Press reports disclose the fact that 

for the current financial year there has been 
a serious decline in the revenue of the Irish 
Free State, and Mr. Blythe is likely to 
experience difficulty in gein his Budget. 
I wish to point out that merely to balance 
the Budget is not enough, ‘lhe Free State 
Government must take whatever steps may 
be necessary in order to bring about a sub- 
stantial decrease in expenditure, with a con- 
sequent reduction in the rate of taxation. 

The resources of the Free State are 

mainly agricultural; its principal industry 
is agriculture. There are those in high 
laces, and many who have no intimate 
gai LE be of farming, who think that things 
are not so bad in the industry as they are 
sometimes reported. I would not have any 
such lulled into a false security because the 
depression in agriculture is not proclaimed 
from the housetops. They should bear in 
mind that farmers as a class are inarticulate. 
Most of them lack the ability to express 
their views either from the platform or in 
the Press, and there may many whe, for 
various reasons, prefer rather to endure 
rivation than to Jet their hardships be 
Roma Many of our finest young men and 
women get “fed up” and seek a new home 
and another occupation abroad, 

jt is a good many years since farmers had 
to conta with such a period of depression 
as that through which they are at present 
passing. The prices of farm produce average 
not more than 3O points above pre-war, while 
the cost of living is, roughly, 70 above pre- 
war—a deficit of 40 points. This deficit con- 
stitutes a handicap with which few farmers 
are able successfully to “i The dice are 
loaded against them, not by anyone inten- 
tionally, but by circumstances. The war 
upset the equilibrium, and the Government 
should do all in their power to restore the 
balance, De-rating of agricultural land is at 
present mooted, I have doubts about the 
eflicacy of such a scheme. To give with 
one hand what has to be taken back with 
the other is a futile process, De-rating 
might help agriculture, but. if the financing 
of the scheme should injure the State as a 
whole, it 1s sure to have a boomerang effect 
on the farming industry. I believe that the 
Ministry of Agriculture is doing its best to 
assist the industry, but what the farmer 
wants is not help so much as a cessation 
of hindrance in the shape of excessive taxa- 
tion which is depriving him of his capital 
so that he is. unable to make the best of 
his holding. Every student of the incidence 
of taxation knows that no secfion of the com- 
munity suffers more from excessive taxation 
than farmers do. Remove the burden and 
let agriculture expand its wings and soar. 
The Free State Government foster this little 
nidustry or that, but let them not lose sight 
of the fact that industries grow up around a 
prosperous agriculture as naturally as the 
iv¥ grows round the oak. 

Taxation in England and the Free State is 
nearly equal, and I believe that England is 
overtaxed—-witness the plight of some of her 
principal industres, largely from this cause. 
Yet what would be normal taxation in a 
wealthy country like England would be 
excessive In a comparatively poor country 
like Ireland. 

You may ask whv T, a farmer in Northern 
Ireland, should criticise the Covernment of 
the Free State It is partly because I am a 
farmer in Northern Ireland that 1 do so. 
As Vou . are aware, the (;sovernment of 
Northern Ireland have no power to reduce 
taxation—no fiscal reed, agar vour 
Government have full power to foster and 
develop the resources of the vee State mn 
every possible way. Tam unable to visualise 
a permanently divided Ireland, believing that 
lreland is an economic unit. The same fiscal 
system that. would swt the farmer in Kerry 
would equally suit the farmer in Tyrone. 
It is more than a quarter of a century since 
| became a convert to the cause of Home 
Rule, not from any hostility to England, but 
because the one country is mainly industrial, 
the other agricultural, and the fiscal system 


suitable to one would not suit the other. . 


| am not, and never have been. in favour 
of a divided Ireland, and I believe and hope 
that ultimately the boundary will be 
abolished with the consent and good-will of 
all concerned, Nothing would give me 
greater pleasure than to be able to point out 
to my fellow-farmers in ‘lyrone some tanyible 
advantages to be derived from a re-united 
Ireland. I have faith in the patviotism and 
ability of your statesmen in the Free State 
to bring about such a state of affairs that 
the advantages will appear patent to all. 
Meanwhile they are too obscure to influence 
the hard-headed Unionists of the North.—

PROTECTION OF BIRDS, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,--Had Mrs. Shewell’s letter, reporting 
consignment to London of over one thousand 
voldfinches from County Wexford, appeared 
In your columns a few weeks sooner, it would 
have been of great value to the Irish Society 
for Protection of Birds. who quite lately had 
to meet an application made in the Wexford 
Circuit Court by an association of local 
“bird fanciers” for a curtailment of the 
close-time at present enjoyed by the gold- 
finch in that county. It was part of the case 
for curtailment of the close-time that the 
alleged export trade in goldfinches from 
Wexford to England was purely imaginary, 
and on this important point the Society for 
Protection of Birds were not in possession of 
direct evidence wherewith to contradict the 
‘fanciers’ ’’ contention. 

Fortunately, the evidence on another 
point—the serious decrease that is taking 
place in the numbers of this species in 
County Wexford, as well as elsewhere in 
lreland—was strong enough to convince the 
judge that the goldfinch stands in need of 
special protection, and he did not. therefore 
grant the application as regards that bird. 
lt is, however, clear that. bird-lovers have 
need to make constant use of their eves. 
and to be prepared to make. when occasion 
alises, prompt report to the Civic Guard as 
to the carrying on of illegal operations 
against their feathered friends.—Yours. etc.,

‘THE new aitempt made by a band of 
conspirators to paralyse law an 
order in the Free State has created a feel- 
ing of disquiet in the North, as 1t is felt 
that disturbance south of the border must 
inevitably: cause unrest and apprehension 
in the Six Counties. The courageous 
speech of Mr. Cosgrave in commenting 
upon this campaign to establish a fresh 
reign of terror in the southern capital has 
made a most favourable impression 1” 
Belfast, and his determination to crush 
it out of existence has given general satis- 
faction. He has the good wishes of every 
thoughtful man in the difficult problem 
with which he has to deal. . 
These murders and threatenw 
bring discredit on the name of Ireland, 
have given colour to the contention of 
Unionist politicians, who . declare that 
“ Ulster is not yet safe”; for, so long as 
the gunman roams the country unchecked, 
no particular province can say that all is 
well. -It is. therefore, not unnatural that 
the Northern leaders should endeavour to 
make a little political capital out of the 
misfortunes of their neighbours and insist 
on the dangers which, they say, still 
menace the Six Counties from “ the wild 
men and hysterical women who are 
preaching murder” across the border. 
Belfast has had more than its share of 
similar disorders in the past, and in every 
section of the community there is a sincere 
desire for peace. 


A BARRIER TO UNITY. 


A great deal of interested attention 15 
being yiven in the North to the controversy 
revarding the compulsory study of Lrish 
in the Free State, and the criticisms made 
revarding it by the Incorporated Law 
Society are uvenerally considered to be 
reasonable and well-founded. According 
to educated opinion, legisiation in this 
instance has been far in advance of the 
times. and it will probably be found as 
difficult to compel a nation to become bi- 
lingual within a few years through an Act 
of Parliament as it would be to 1mpose 
teeiotalism on. the followers of Bacchus. 
if not more so. Apart, however, from any 
disadvantages that there may be from the 
educational aspect, there can be no hope 
of unity between North and South so long 
as the Gaelic language, or what passes 
for it nowadays, is forced upon an un- 
willing people. No one objects io it asa 
culturat accomplishment, and mana 
students, young and old, find it attractive 
in that way, but they refuse to have it 
rammed into their throats. 

The attempt now being made to enforce 
it on the legal profession cannot tend to 
the better interpretation or admuinistra- 
tion of the law, which is chiefly British 
in its origin, and, no doubt, there is solid 
reason to apprehend that the otmer learned 
professions—doctors, engineers, architects 
and so forth—will also be roped into the 
Gaelic circle, as been already -suc- 
vested. It has been said that the Irish 
people always lived dreaming of the past, 
ancient «vlories; but times and 
change, and, in these days of 
strenuous strugyule to wanih:

The picture is even darker in the in- 
dustrial areas than has been shown 
These conclusions of the Distress 
mittee cannot be controverted, and the 
arm-chajr critics, who comfortably pooh- 
poohed the idea of extensive poverty in 
wealthy: Belfast, have heen confounded. 
The action of public-spirited citizens 
should prove an incentive to the Ministry 
of Labour and the Corporation to proceed 
at once wita relief schemes, and, perhaps, 
it may help to soften the hearts of those 
who have been so ready to place obstacles 
in the geyerous administration of relief 
in a period of unparalleled depression. 

The Distress Committee has published 
an appeal for help, signed by Lord 
Justice Andrews, Sir Thomas Dixon, 
H.M.I.; the Lbrd Mayor, the High 
Sheriff, and the heads of the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic Churches, the sum of 
£500 being required weekly to afford any- 
thing like adequate assistance to those in 
need. No doubt the necessary money wil! 
be raised ; for the people of the Northern 
capital do not believe in economising, 
either privately or through their public 
bodies, at the expense of the deserviny 
poor, Sympathy, and not red tape, is 
the urgent need. 


-THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN. 


The approach of the general election is 
being heralded by the usual platform 
oratory, and the unfortunate voters are 
being harassed on all sides by the leaders 
of conflicting interests. Old bogeys, thinly 
disguised in new dresses, are being pre- 
sented once more, and the spectre of the 
border has reappeared in answer to the 
incantations of interested politicians. It 
is difficult to reach the men. and com- 
plaints have been made as to the decay of 
the official associations, but the women’s

He appealed to 
deputies to confine the discussion to matters 
i general policy, to the exclusion o. details, 
as It would not be possible for the Minister 
to deal with details on that vote. 

Mr. MacENTEEF (Fianna Fail, Dublin Co.) 
called attention to the expenditure on the 
central Government services—the Governor 
(seneral’s establishment, the President's de- 
partment, the Oireachtas and services of that 
type—and said that the actual cost of those 
in 1926-27 was £248,759; but for the year 
1929-30 the overhead charges, in the opinion 
of the Minister, would be actually more. 

Mr. ESMOND (Government, Wexford)— 
But more deputies draw salaries now. 
(Laughter). 

Mr. MacENTEE said that in twenty-two 
services of the central Government the ex- 
penditure compared with that of 1926-27 
would be greater. Having pointed out the 
increased expenditure in the Educational and 
[pnds and Fisheries Departments, he 
said that this increase would inevitably in 
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crease the cost of living and hasten emigra 
tion, He asked the House to refuse the 
movion. 


POST OFFICE AND ECONOMIES. 

Mr. O CONNELL (Labour, Mayo 8.) said 
that, looking at the details of the method by 
which the Minister would reduce his expendi- 
ture, they showed that the items most heavily 
dealt with were those which were calculated 
to give the gratest measure of employment 
and social service. The reduction of 
£200,000 in the Post Office would, for in 
stance, curtail existing services, especially in 
rural areas. 

He was glad to see that the M iister bac 
substantially increased the Lua, Loans 
Fund, and he would like the Minister to in- 
dicate if that were done in order to help 
local bodies to facilitate the building of 
houses. The Minister might, too, give a 
moire detailed statement of the Government's 
policy with regard to house building, and 
also inform the Dail if houses at present con 
trolled would be decontrolJed after next 
June. Already attempts were being made 
by house-owners to take advantage of the 
de-control, which was expected in June. 
Notices had been served on tenunts in many 
cases notifying them that rents, in some in- 
stances four times the existing ones, would 
be asked for after the 30th June. 


MR. DE VALERA DISAPPOINTED, 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
when he saw in the newspapers that a sub- 
stantial reduction was being made in the 
estimates, he was gratified, but when he gov 
the White Paper and saw the particular lines 
on which the reductions were being made he 
was «disappointed. He found that the 
lines upon which the largest reductions could 
be made had been avoided, with the excep- 
tion of the Army. Even in tho case of the 
Army he would not be satisfied until the ex- 
pendiiure had been reduced to not more than 
ove million pounds. Departments such as 
the Civic Guards, Governor-General and the 
Oireachtas were rot diminishing, but aepually 
increasing. It was well known, there was 
general distress all over the country, and he 
Lsaw no evidence that the Ministry appre- 
ciated this condition of things, 

As to the reduction in the amount for the 
Land Commission, he was afraid it might 
mean the taking away of much-needed em- 
ployment in various parts of the country. 
They had had many complaints from tenants 
whose lands were not vested, and the Minister 
should indicate what he proposed to do about 
these deserving people. 

STATE’S TAXABLE CAPACITY, 

The taxable capacity of the State at present 
justified an expenditure of £12,000,000 instead 
of £21 000,006, as was proposed. As to 
social services, which had heen alluded to 
by Deputy O'Connell, the attitude of his 
party was that they desired to see these 
maintained at the highest possible standard, 
and did not want any reduction in them 
if they could possibly avoid it. They believed 
that they could bring down taxation without 
interfering with social services. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) criticised the 
manner in which he said the Government 
had curtailed the expenditure of useful! ser- 
vices and increased it on others, such as 
external affairs and the President's depart- 
ment. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said that 
he understood that the policy of the Govern: 
ment for the coming year was to cut down 
rural deliveries of letters from six days in 
the week to three days. A reduction in the 
postal service would hit the farmers more 
than any other class in the community. The 
reduction in the expenditure on posts and 
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telegraphs would mean, he understood, the 
immediate unemployment of about three hun- 
dred men-—he helieved something like one 
hundred would be unemployed in Dublin

FIANNA FAIL'S GREAT IDEAS, 
Major COUPER (Govt., Dublin Co.) ssid 
Land Commission and the Board of 
Works had consistently over-estimated the 
sums they would probably require, and he 
was glad to see that a ly better bud- 
geting wes to prevail in the future. The 
resident’s Department and the Department 
of External Affairs had been mentioned as 
Copertesants in which economies could be 
effected, If they were abolished altogether 
it would mean a saving of only £70,000— 
th..t would not go far to relieve 
taxation.. It would be ungenerous to 
criticise Mr. de Valera’s speech too closely 
as he had not time to examine the question 
thoroughly, but*he had suggested as his con- 
tribution economies on four votes—the 
Governor - General’s establishment, “the 
Oireachtas, the Army, the Garda Siochana. 
If they examined that proposition, they found 
that if Mr. de Valera was in power he would 
abolish the Governor-General’s establishment, 
thereb saving £6,870 ; reduce the vote for 
the Oireachtas by,’ say, £100;000, leaving 
£17,000 for eoi g and hote! expenses, 
etc.; reduce the Garda by halí—a saving of 
£774,000; reduce the Army to one million 
pounds and save over £800,000. In all, Mr. 
de Valera’s economies, if they had all been 
put im force, would save the country 
£1,700,000 odd, and he did not see how he 
could carry it any farther. Thc Minister for 
Finance had done £125,000 better than that ; 
for he had effected economies amounting to 
£1,825,000. The truth was that it was only 
on the big votes running imto six and seven 
figures that any real economies could be 
effected. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 58.) said that 
the question was wot alone whether the 
money was being wisely spent, but whether 
the country could afford it. Fianna Fail's 
policy of establishing new industries here 
would enable the country to afford such taxa- 
tion as was required, On the previous day 
the Minister for Agriculture insulted and 
slandered Irish industrialists, and crowned it 
all by his references to “‘ hedging,’’ when the 
finest example of ‘‘ hedging’’ ever given in 
the Dail had been given by his colleague, the 
Parliamentary Secretary for Posts and Tele. 
graphs, in explaining his altered attitude 
towards tarifis since he became ‘‘a token of 
appreciation.” 

He suggested that it would have been the 
wiser policy for the Government to adopt to 
leave the grants for improvements on the 
Land Commission estates and primary educa- 
tion as they were, apd reduce the expenditure 
on Civic Guards affd the Army and other 
Bé “rad useless departments. 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin Co.) 
saia that they oughf to remember that they 
were a small State. He thought that their 
housekeeping was on too large a scale. 

WHY NOT EFFICIENCY EXPERTS? 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’) referred 
to the Government's economy as that of a 
man with the sheriff in the house, the water 
cut off, the bills flowing in, and the creditors 
insistent. Good as the credit of this country 
was, the credit of the Government was not. 
The Fianna Fail Party were iv a position to 
attempt a method by which they could 
ascertain where to economise They would 
prt in accountants and experts to see what 
was being done, and what conld be done. 
In that attempt to begin economies at the 
eleventh hour his party would help the Go- 
vernment. ' 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that the amount of money granted to 
the Ministry of Fisheries had made that 
department the Cinderella of the Free State. 
The estimate had been increased from 
£41,000 last year to £42,000 this year. but 
when Fianna Fail deputies advocated the 
reduction of all sajaries over £1,000 a year 
to do something to prevent people in the 
Gaeltacht from eating shell-fish and smoking 
cabbage leaves, they were told that they 
were not in earnest. 

He referred to the delay in vesting Jand, 
and said that there would he general in- 
security in the country until the land ques- 
tion was attended to in a satisfactory manner. 
Whatever the legal difficulties or depart- 
mental red tape might be, there was no ex- 
cuse for the delay in vesting, ard the mulct- 
ing of farmers án the sum of £80,000. “The; 
were not satisfied to vote such Jarge sums of 
money while they knew that the intentions 
of the Land Act were not being carried out 
as they shonld he. 

‘WARNING’ TO THE MINORITY, 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) was of 
opinion that the Government, ought to try 
and put an end to controversies which were 
concerned with education, partievlarly com 
pulsory Irish—controversies which were lead- 
ing to hopes on the part of the minority that 
they would he able to establish a system of 
education in the country to suit themselves. 

Thege was not the:smallest chanee of those 
neople* being successful in their agitation, 
The Government ought to tell those people 
that they would have to reconcile themrelvee 
to the princinle that this country should be 
built as a nation, and not as a colony. 

Again, the people ought to receive every 
encouragement to buy al) they conld of Trish 
Eas to the ekxc]nsion of the foreien 
rticles. There should be an appeal to the 
peonle to give voluntary support to Irish 
products. ! 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Wateríord) said tha! 
there was urgent necessity for exnediting the 
vesting of lands on an appointed day. 

Mr. FAHY (¥.¥., Galway) referred to the 
reduction of £900 000 in the Land Commissior 
estimate, and said that any such re.’ ..ction 
made him susnicious. It seemed to him that 
it would take at least another half-century to 
complete the vesting of land, indging by the 
amount of stock floated... The delay was 
quite inevensahle., 

USELESS GAELIC SCHOOLS. 

As to the Government’s policy in regard to 
the Irish language, he wondered whether the 
abolition of the summer courses for teachers 
in any way tended to raise the hope that {he 
status of Irish in the schools might be tre- 
duced. There wasggmuch to be said for the 
abolition of these courses, as some of them 
were not conducted as they ought to be; but 
it would take at least two years more to com- 
plete the courses, so that to stop them now 
would do harm. 7 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) asked for a 
definite pronouncement from the Ministry in 
regard to the vesting of land, and the fixing 
of the appointed day. 

Mr. SHEEHY. (Government, Cork, W.) 
said that ge pe Lemass had pointed to the 
possibility of economy in a reduction of the 
Army and the police; but the reduc 
tion in these services rested entirely with 
Deputy Lemass and his party. How could 
such reductions be made when that party 
carried on their policy of disturbance and of 
holding out the hope that they had the chance 
of smashing the Dail and the Government 
they would do so? The Minister had gone a 
considerable distance in the economies he had 
already eftected in those services, and there 
was no hope of any further reductions while 
they had those statements from the Fianna 
Fail. Party 

VESTING OF ESTATES. 
Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Lands and Fisheries, said 
that while 1t was true that in the Act in 
Northern Ireland there was an appointed day 
for the vesting of estates, the Land Commis- 
stop there, realising the impossibility of fix- 
ing one general day, bad vow provided for a 
separate appointed day for judicial holdings 
as the Free State in their 1923 Act had 
already provided for. Jt was quite impossible 
to fix one general day for all estates. There 
was no .nance of speeding up the vesting of 
land, so far as he saw, other than by 
tightening up the machinery for vesting, and, 
as far ag the Land Commission was concerned 
every possible step had heen taken to speed 
up the vesting of the holdings. ‘The work 
oí vesting to-day was proceeding at least 
twice as fast as 't had proceéded last year, 
lf they were to give the tenant a safe title, 
it wus impossible to proceed at a faster rate. 


CRIME AND CIVIC 
COW ARDICE.

MR. BLYTHE ON THE NEED 
F@R THE CIC GUARDS. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in replying, said that he 
thought it woyld probably be impossible to 
introduce a bil based on the report of the 
Town Tenants’ Commission, and he was fairly 
sure that there would be no alternative to the 
extension of the existing rent and mortgage 
jegislation until the more comprehensive 
measure could be prepared. The economies 
in the Department oí Posts and Telegraphs 
would include the reduction of deliveries in a 
number of rural areas from six to three 
weekly. Somebody had said that that would 
hit the farmers, but the saving effected would 
really be to the benefit mostly of farmers, 
because ultimately the greater part of the 
money received im taxation came from the 
agricultural community. 

As far as arterial drainage was concerned 
the thing at had transpired more and more 
clearly during the last couple of years was 
that there was very little economic drainage 
that could be doné4n the country. It was 


not possible to get ahead at a very rapid rate | 


substantial economies 


with arterial drainage. Great care would have 
to be taken in the selection and preparation 
of schemes. There were cases where schemes 
would be gone ov with if the county councils 
made the. contributions required. In some 
cases the county councils had agreed, but in 
a t many other cases they had failed, or 
declined, to make the contributions, | 

Referring to the Economy Committee, of 
which Mr. Heffernan is Chairman, Mr. Blythe 
said that it would not have been possible to 
have the estimates anything like so low as 
they were if it were not for the work of that 
Committee. The real difficulty in reducing 
expenditure was the difficulty that arose from 
the ever-present demands for increased ex- 
penditure on social services and other pur- 
poses. e was a good deal of lip service 
to economy, but he did not feel that there 
was a very sincere desire for it. 


LACK OF RESPECT FOR THE LAW. 

‘It is absurd to talk about reducing the 
expenditure on the Civic Guards to half, 
declared the Minister; “it is simply and | 
entirely absurd. ' Any attempt to reduce, In a | 
country like this, with its remote and recent 
history, the expenditure on the police to any- | 
thing like that extent could have nothing but | 
the most serious reactions and could lead to 
nothing but very much increased expenditure 
on police or military services in the future. 


the public respect for law and order, and the | 
public respect for the rights of individuals, or.

“ There are countries where, if there were 
crimes like those in connection with jurers 
and witnesses which have taken place here 
there would be strenous condemnation from. 

There would be, not 
merely condemnation of the crimes, but there 
would be encouragement given to all members 
of the community to assist the police in 
bringing the criminals to justice. There would 
be this feeliug that they would suffer any. 
thing rather than be diverted from doiny 
their duty by a handful of what somebody 
has called ‘‘ sewer rats.”’ 


FIANNA FAIL’'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

“ But we have not that civic spirit in the 
country. We have people standing aside, and 
almost encouraging it—-people scoffing at the 
police in their attempts to deal with these 
crimes. When we have responsible people— 
and 1 inclnde le on the + gees benches 
—failing to do their duty, then we cannot 
reduce the expenditure on the police to the 
extent that might be possible under entirely 
different cirenmstances.’’ 

Mr. BLYTHE went on to say that even 1f 
they had everybody doing his duty it would 
take a good while before they could materially 
reduce polige expenditure. He did not know 
if it could ever be reduced to half, consider- 
ing the various duties that the police were 
called upon to perform, such as Customs pre- 
ventive duty on the Border, school attend- 
ance inspection, and other services, which, if 
they were not done by the police, would have 
ta 4 provided for in the estimates of other 
departments. There were demands for more 
police for point duty in new districts, and 
for new police stations in suburban areas 
where none existed. 

“ In many country districts,’ said Mr 
Blythe, “ where there is very little, there 
might easily be a gveat deal of crime if there 
were no police stations there Take tiie 
question of poteen — I think that 
is a desperate evil — a most 
demoralising thing. (Hear, hear.) That evil 
might grow to a tremendous extent if there 
were no police stations. I believe that more 
harm would be done by the manufacture “i 
poteen “san would justify the expenditure ov 
the poiice.” 


POTEEN IN CLERGY’S HOUSES, 

He added that be did not see that any 
reduction in the whiskey duty would make 
the manufacture of poteen unprofitable. “ We 
have a poteen-making tradition,” continued 
Mr. Blythe. “We have clergymen aud all 
sorts of people who are not ashamed to have 
poteen in their houses. There are District 
Justices who cannot bring themselves to 
regurd it as a serious offence. They are 
tremendously better than the Justices who 
preceded them. A reduction of the police to 
half would lead to whole areas in the country 
becoming sodden with drink and crime.” 

The Minister proceeded to say that he had 
discussed with the Minister for Justice the 
inauguration of the village constable system, 
and while he would he anxious to see a trial 
of it in a few areas he was convinced that 
there were great areas in which nothing of 
the kind ought, or could, be attempted. 

“| am perfectly satisfied,” he added, “thai 
the sort of sweeping reductions advocated by 
Depaty de Valera could not be carried out at 
all. 


FUTURE OF THE ARMY. 

Dealing with the Army estimates, the 
Minister said that he was not prepared to 
take some arbitrary figure for the estimate 
and say, “We will stand by that for the 
Army,’ He thought that the time was 
reached for looking at it in another way 
They should see what kind of a defenc 
organisation they wanted, and at what cost 
they could maintain at a reasonable degree 
of efficiency such a defence organisation. He 
was very clear that, leaving out the question 
of internal order, they should have a defence 
organisation here, so that if there was any 
war situation arising at our doors, there 
would be yo excuse for, and little danger 
of, flooding this country with ‘troops from 
outside. 

“TI want the position to exist here,” said 
Mr. Blythe, “ that a very considerable force 
can be organised, and | think it would be « 
calamity for the country if there were no 
means of bringing to the Colours here a sub- 
stantial] defence force. It might lead to 
military occupation which could afterwards 
lead to the whole affairs of this country being 
subject to outside handling and contro). 
do not. mean to say that anybody is going to 
attack us, but with international] morality in 
its present state, if this country is to have 
as much security as it ought to have, there 
must be a defence force. 

“I think, whatever people of different 
parties may think with reference to a defence 
force, it might be possible in a reasonable 
aoa hammer out some scheme of 
natioan! defence hased on a militia or terri- 
torial system, in regard to which there would 
be no very fundamental difference of 
opinion.” 

As regards the question of the taxable 
capacity of the country, Mr, Blythe said that 
it depended, not|merely on the wealth of the 
country, but on what was being done with 
the money raised by taxation. it might be 
well in some instances to increase taxation 
if the use of the money was of suflicient 
benefit to the country. 


THE EMIGRATION OF THE RICH, 


No party in power would find that the 
eutting down of expenditure was popular. 
Take, for instance, the refereuces to the 
establishment of the Governor-General. The 
cutting down of that establishment would re- 
act upon the prosperity and status of the 
country. There must be some such head of 
the State. If the political situation were 
different, and if there were an agree 
ment, which did not exist at the 
moment, he believed it would be in the 
national interest to spend more in connection 
with the Governor-General’s establishment 
than wes at present being spent, and that he- 
cause of the tendency that existed of people 
of means going out of the country.

He thoucht there was 
a real advantage in having a second Chamber 
A reduction in numbers might effect minoi 
economies. 

There might be reductions in -the Army and 
the Police, but they were not of any real 
consideration. It would he difficult to get 
without losses which 
might go a considerable way to neutralise 
the benefits of those economies. These mizht 
result in unemployment in certain directions. 

It was wrong for deputies to suggest that 
there had been any spendthrift attitude dis- 
plaved hy the Government at any time. Never 
had there been any deliberate swelling of 
expenditure or any orgy of patronage, such 
as he thought Deputy Mackntee had sug: 
gested. There was never a Government, in 
the circumstances, that gave less patronage 
to its supporters, notwithstanding pressure to 
follow the “ spoil ” system. 

If in the future reproductive schemes were 
submitted to the Government they would be 
as ready as in the past to undertake them, 
but in regard: to expenditure which would 
not be directly reproductive deputies should 
hold their hands as far as possible, and give 
au Opportunity to the economic recovery 
which had already begun in the State.

** When it becomes one’s duty to appeal for

‘We can lessen that contest by generous 
contributions to the Guild, so that the ‘pre- 
sent service can be maintained and extended. 
We can lessen the risk of death to the brave 
volunteers of the service, who take these 
risks upon themselves willingly.

An excellent example of the vicious 
circle to which protective tariffs are com- 
mitting the Free State is afforded by Mr. 
Blythe's latest impost. This duty is 
calculated ad ralorem at 25 per cent. on 
virtually all imported cloths, and is 
designed to “protect” the Free State 
woollen mills. Imperial preference will 
operate in the case of imports from Great 
Britain, with the result that the effective 
tariff will be about four shillings in the 
pound. It will apply almost entirely to 
the finer classes of cloths, such as cash- 
meres, serges and the like, as the tweeds 
and cheviots manufactured in the Free 
State mills are both better and cheaper 
than the cross-Channel products. Out of 
1,198,000 yards of Irish cloth produced 
in 1925—the last year for which figures 
are available—no Jess than 526,000 yards’ 
were exported. In tweeds and cheviots, 
therefore, the native mills can supply the 
home market, with plenty to spare; but 
persons who are accustomed to order finer 
stuffs from their tailors will continue to 
order them. The increase in price is likely 
to be about ten shillings in the case of 
a five-guinea suit and one pound in that 
of a ten-guinea suit. Of course, the new 
tariff will increase the cost of living; for 
the native manufacturers will be more 
than human if they

British Railways. 

Shareholders of the British 
companies—and there are thousands of 
them in Ireland—have. some cause for 
satisfaction. The results of the last year’s 
working are not brilliant, but they exceed 
expectation, which the weekly returns of 
gross receipts had brought to a low ebb. 
For the four great companies these returns 
showed large losses—amounting, at the 
end of the year, to. a total loss of 
£8,930,000. Naturally, the steady fall of 
receipts throughout the year was reflected 
in the declining prosperity of ‘ railway 
stocks. Now, however, the companies’ 
accounts reveal the reassuring fact of a 
drastic saving in expenditure. The total 
savings of the four companies were 
£7,230,000, and thus the net loss was 
only £1,700,000. Two companies, indeed— 
the Southern and the London and North- 
Eastern—saved more upon the round- 
abouts than they lost upon the swings, 
and one was able to maintain its ordinary 
dividend. Although three were forced to 
reduce their the 
companies’ position, as a whole, has im- 
proved and seems now to be misrepresented 
by the market value of their securities.

It said that, since the investing public’s 
psychology was influenced greatly by the 
gross traffic returns, the managements 
might be wise to publish periodical state- 
ments of net revenues, which’ would be a 
more trustworthy index-of their business. 
Last year’s heavy decrease in gross traffics 
had two main causes—depression in the 
coal industry and road competition. All 
the lines carried less coal; and on the 
London, Midland and Scottish system, 
where the decrease in the total of gross 
receipts was 5.2 per cent., coal decreased 
by 8.9 per cent. On the other hand, as 
The Times observes, this industrial de- 
pression helped the companies to save 
money. Owing to the poor demand for 
coal there was such a heavy fall in its 
price that the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company was able to reduce loco- 
motive running expenses by £1,064,065. 
Road competition is the railway companies’ 
gravest problem because it will be per- 
manent. Already, by better and cheaper 
services, they have recovered a portion of 
the traffic which they lost through the 
first onslaught of the motor omnibus; but 
there can be no question that a large 
part of the loss is irrecoverable. It can 
be mitigated, however, by wise co-opera- 
tion between the two forms of transport, 
and now the railway companies are facing 
this necessity with courage and enterprise. 
To-day the Great Southern Railways 
Company will hold its annual meeting in 
Dublin, and we fear that the directors’ 
story will bring meagye, if any, satisfac- 
tion to the shareholders. The Company 
suffers the difficulties of the English 
railways, but is without their large 
resources and their potentialities of 
progress. Its main hope consists in a 
rigid and continuous reduction of ex- 
penditure. 


Baghdad Air Mails. 


Wing-Commander Roderic Hill, A.F.C., 
tells a wonderful story in “The Baghdad 
Air Mail,” a large book which. was 
published last. week. Every reader of the 
newspapers is aware that numbers of 
British flying men are serving in the 
Middle East, but how many realise that 
the Air Force has made history? After 
the Great War, when the Turkish Empire 
lay in ruins and a series of Arab States 
had sprung into being, British interests 
were threatened by the outbreak of genera] 
anarchy. It was necessary to link Egypt, 
Palestine and Iraq together by some 
system of civilised communication. This 
chain of territory, with Palestine as the 
land bridge between two highly im- 
portant regions, has been a theatre ol 
history for thousands of years. Here, in 
the twentieth century, new marvels were 
transacted. In the effort to establish 
modern communications, a railway from 
Palestine to Baghdad was projected, but the 
cost was considered to be prohibitive. It 
happened, however, that a number of 
Royal Air Force squadrons was serving in 
this zone at the war’s end, and thus it 
came to be conceived that. the aeroplane 
might serve as the vehicle of civilised in- 
tercourse. In March, 1921, a conference 
was held at Cairo, and the decision was 
taken to establish a regular. air 
service. The route lay across the 
desert—a veritable ocean of sand, 
wherein road or rail communica- 
tions always must be uncomfortable and 
dangerous—between Amman in Trans- 
jordan and Ramadi in Iraq. It is claime] 
that “the commercial and strategic advan- 
such a route were... comparable 


with those afforded by the opening of the 


Suez Canal fifty-two years before.’’ ‘The 
development, amendment and perfection of 
this aerial bridge across the desert de- 
manded the greatest skill and a ceaseless 
outpouring of courage and endurance. There 
was romance in the undertaking; for the 
young flying-men of the West carried cn 
their daily work over the heads of nomadic 
tribes, and over the dust of immemorial 
civilisations. The ages came full circle 
when King Feisal, ruling where Babylon 
and Nineveh had held sway, visited the 
aerodromes of the Royal Air Force. 


Heraldic Art, 


In the twelfth century it became the 
custom to paint emblems upon shields— 
emblems which conformed to a code. 
Heralds. developed a highly elaborate 
system of picture-writing, and every 
gentleman became an amateur of blazonry, 
able to interpret the shields of such 
nobles and churchmen as gathered at 
tourneys or-investitures. Bold design was 
essential, and the heraldic artists were 
masters of the craft of contrast in colour 
and clarity of form. Saltires, annulets, 
lozenges, frets, crosses, labels, crescents, 
roses, fleurs-de-lis—these and a hundred 
other symbols were represented in sharp, 
conventional] designs. Metals and tinc- 
tures were alternated with fine cunning, 
and two metals never lay side by side to 
dim each other’s brilliance. . Addressing 
the Royal Society of Arts.in London, on 
Wednesday, Mr, Thomas Purvis paid the 
heralds a novel compliment. He declared 
that their shields were “the ancestors of 
the modern poster’; that their command 
of simplification was “specially good 
poster form, telling its story with 
maximum visibility and minimum detail,”’ 
and that “the laws cf colour as under- 
stood in heraldry were true colour- 
relation for poster visibility.” He recom- 
mended the study of heraldry as a means 
to improve the design of modern adyer- 
tisements, and said that some heraldic 
devices could be turned to modern use 
with great advantage. We take leave to 
doubt whether heraldry could be bent to 
hew services without injury to both piety 
and art. The contrivance of new blazons 
fer proper use has become a sufficient 
problem in recent times, owing. to. the 
difficulty in finding new and striking 
permutations of the old symbols. Lord 
Nelson’s coat-of-arms, which carried a 
veritable seascape, was one of the least 
‘successful ever designed.

British Government were mainly concerned. 
Many of those matters had already formed 
the subject of correspondence with that 
Government ; and copies of the present report 
had been forwarded to them. 

The volume of business engaging the atten. 
tion of the Government at this particaiar 
period of the year was abnormally large, and 
they had not yet been able to complete a 
detailed examination of the report, which was 
necessary to enable them to determine what 
further representations could usefully be made 
to the British Government on these matters. 
The whole question was, however, being 
thoroughly examined by the departments con- 
cerned. 


FEW HOUSES ANO HIGH RENTS. 


Captain REDMOND asked if the Executiy 
Council, when they had time to consider the 
matter, would bear in mind the opinion ex- 
pressed by the Committee to the effect that 
a minimum of ten thousand houses would be 
necessary for even the most modest demands 
of the British ex-Service men, and that only 
262 houses had been provided by the Trust.

KING'S HONOUR FOR 
NURSE. 


PERSONALLY BESTOWS 
MEDAL. 

The King yesterday personally handed 
to Nurse Davis, of the London ‘Hospital, 
the insignia of the Royal Red Cross, 
Second Class, which His Majesty has con- 
ferred upon her. Nurse Davis is one of 
the five nurses who have been in attend- 
ance on the King since the early days of 
his illness, and to whose unremitting care 
and attention the King’s doctors have 
paid tribute in their bulletins. 

The King had the medal of the Order 
specially sent down from London. so that 
he could present it yesterday, as the nurse 
Is going on holiday. This is the first 
decoration that the King has conferred 
since his illness. The honour has not vet 
been gazetted. 


DUKE OF YORK’S VISIT. 

Tt was officially stated at Craigwel 
House, Bognor, last night. that the King 
continues to make satisfactory progress. 

He passed another good day, and in the 
afternoon he had a long talk with the 
Duke of York, who spent several hours 
at Craigweil House. The Duke travelled 
down by train, and was met by Lord 
Claude Hamilton at Bognor Station. He 
drove direct to Craigweil House, and 
lunched with the Queen, then afterwards 
went to the King's room. 

During the afternoon the Queen and the 
Duke of York went for a short drive in 
the direction of Arundel. The Duke after- 
wards returned to London by train.

Petrol provided the main topic for dis- 
cussion in political circles to-day following 
upon the deputation to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, when it was understood 
that Mr. Churchill could offer no comfort 
to its members. The deputation left the 
Treasury carrying away no false im- 
pression from anything that Mr. 
Churchill had to say ; for it seems that he 
was unable to promise anything definite 
in the wav of reduction of taxation. Later 
in the afternoon the question of petrol 
came before the House of Commons, when 
the Prime Minister himself replied to the 
questions on the subject. He stated that 
the Government had asked for an explana- 
tion from the petrol companiés regarding 
the increase in price, but this would not 
prejudge the question whether the increase 
was justified or not. A shower of 
questions followed the statement. but Mr. 
Baldwin was unable to add much to what 
he had already said. 


Churchill and Collins. 


Mr. Churchill, who wil! be busy with 
his Budget during the Faster holidays, 
is going away for a few days’ well-earned 
rest, following upon the publication of his 
new book. Mr. Churchill was asked to- 
day if his portrait of Michael Collins was 
his own genuine view. “ Absolutely,”’ he 
replied. ‘‘The man changed. What more 
can you ask from a man than he should 
vive his life to keep his word?” The 
fcening Standard adds to-night that Mr. 
Churchill earned Collins’s respect; for 
when the Sinn Fein leader knew that his 
davs were numbered he sent him a fare- 
well message through a friend. “' Tell 
Winston we could never have done any- 
thing without him.” 


The Betting Tax. 


The betting tax is now under review by 
the Government, in view of the recent 
judicial decision that it cannot be re- 
covered from a club in which the 
totalisator is used, because the club itself 
does not bet, but merely acts as an agent. 
A change has become necessary because 4 
bookmaker may now eseape the tax by 
announcing that he will accept bets on the 
totalisator system, only taking a com- 
mission for his trouble. Jt is thought 
that the Government will take one of two 
courses by either inserting a clause in the 
Finance Bill making clubs which bet on 
the system clearly liable to the tax, or br 
dropping the tax and imposing graduated 
licence duties. Major Glyn, M.P., who 
was so prominent in securing the passing 
of the Totalisator Act. has arranged for 
the members of the Standing Committees 
who dealt with the measure to meet the 
Chairman of the Betting Control Board 
to discuss the situation. 


The King. 


The Duke of York went down to Boenor 
this morning to pay a visit to the King 
and Queen at Craigweil House. On his 
arrival be went straight to the King’s 
room, where he remained for some time. 
The King had a good night, but the 
weather this morning was not sufficiently 
fine to enable him to sit at an open 
winlow. The King has presented his 
principal nurse with the Order of the 
Red Cross of the Second Class. He him- 
self pinned the decoration to her uniform. 
The nurse was delighted and surprised by 
the gift. Tf all goes well, it is expected 
that the King will be able to spend a few 
weeks at Windsor about Eastertide, and 
afterwards go to Sandringham for the 
remainder of the summer. Since he will 
be unable to take part in yacht-racing this 
year, the Britannia will not be put into 
commission—a fact which will mean a 
great deal to Cowes week. 


Queen Emma. 


The Queen Mother of the Netherlands 
greatly enjoyed her visit to the exhibition 
of Dutch pictures at Burlington House 
to-day. Queen Emma, who is seventy- 
one, is tall and has-a noble bearing. 
Wearing a black dress, which nearly 
touched the ground, and a black and 
white bonnet, with a sable stole round 
her neck, she was accompanied by a little 
party, including her Dutch entourage 
Dr. Schmidt, of the Amsterdam Rijks 
Museum, and Sir William Llewellyn, the 
President of the Royal Academy. She 
twice made a tour of the _ galleries, 
stopping after two hours for a short rest, 
when coffee and sandwiches were brought 
to the party in one of the galleries. 
Queen Emma refused to allow the public 
to be stopped from viewing the pictures 
at the same time as herself, with the 
result that the Royal party was followed 
by a little group, anxious to see and hear 
what was taking place. Queen Emma 
paid great attention to the wonderful 
collection of old silver which is shown in 
the Central Hall. She left Victoria at 
6 p.m., after spending nine hours in 
London. 


The Portland Vase. 


A av@at sensation was created to-das 
by th announcement that the world- 
famous Portland vase in the British 
Museum is to be sold at (hristie’s on 
May 2nd. Though the label describing 
the vase gives the information that it 1s 
loaned by the Duke of Portland, it was 
generally thought that it was nationa: 
property ; for it has been in the museur 
for over a centurys Most people know 
that it was smashed to pieces by a 
drunken man in 1845, but the one hun- 
dred and ten fragments were put together 
with extraordinary skill. The vase is of 
cameo glass and decorated with exquisite 
examples of the engraver’s art. A great 
many people paid a visit to the museum 
to-day to inspect the vase, following upon 
the announcement that it is to be sold. 


A Trip to Russia. 


It has been arranged for the trade 
delegation to Russia to leave London on 
March 25th... It will include at least one 
hundred representatives of all branches 
of industry, and it is said that the 
members are assured of a welcome by the 
Soviet Government. In the absence of 
direct diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Russia, the arrangements 
have been made through Paris, and it is 
understood that they are now complete. 
The Soviet Government is prepared to 
place all information required before. the 
delegation, and is anxious to arrange con- 
tracts with British firms if terms can ba 
made. 


Air Exercises. 


The manceuvres arranged by the Air 
Ministry this year, which are known 
officially as the “ air exercises,’ are to 
represent the movements and subsequeut 
operations of an air expedition force, 
instead of air raids on London. The idea 
will be that war has been declared at 2 
spot some four hundred miles from 
London, possibly in Scotland. Squadrons 
of bombers and fighting machines will be 
moved up to the front as quickly as 
possible, while machines from the oppos 
ing army will attempt to harass their 
movements and to carry out long distance 
raids on London and its munition 
factories. Such raids will mean an eight 
hundred mile non-stop flight. It is 
expected that the exercises will take 
place during August.

A majority of one saved the Free State 
Government in a vital Division at a 
quarter past ten Jast night on the second 
reading of the Constitution Amendment 
Bil! (No. 12), which gives to the Senate 
the power to object to certification of a 
money bill within seven days, instead of 
three, as at present. 

The closeness of the division came as a 
surprise. For half an hour the House

had listened in a lazy, humorous way to 
Mr. MacEntee in his efforts to obstruct 
the bill. The benches were virtually 
empty; not even a mild passage-at-arms 
between President Cosygrave and Mr. de 
Valera could bring deputies back to the 
House. 

Apparently there was nothing more to 
be said on the bill, and automatically the 
Speaker put the motion for the second 
reading. A division was as automatically 
challenged, and the bells rang, bringing 
in the voting forces of both camps. 

Fren then there was nothing unusual 
in the proceedings, and it was only when 
the Speaker announced the result—62 
votes for the second reading, 61 against, 
that the House realised that the Govern- 
ment had had its narrowest escape from 
defeat since the memorable ‘ Jinks ”’ 
division. 

Evidently Fianna Fail was as much 
surprised as anybody else, as there was 
only a faint cheer from one or two 
members of that party. 


MR. DE VALERA'S RETURN. 


As the Speaker took the chair in the 
afternoon, Mr. E. de Valera, the Fianna 
Fail leader, entered the Chamber and 
walked with his familiar swing to his seat 
ou the Front Opposition Bench. There 
was no demonstration from his colleagues 
to weleome him back after his enforced 
detention in another place. 

Questions were few—less than a dozen 
—and none of them was of exceptional 
interest. When Mr. Ruttledge, Fianna 
Fail’s deputy leader, asked for informa- 
tion as to the names of the persons 
arrested during the police activities of the 
past few days, it seemed the prelude to a 
lively debate, but the Minister’s reply, 
that he would give no information, closed 
the matter, and there was surprise that 
notice was not given to raise the question 
on the adjournment. 

The House then went into Committee to 
eonsider Mr. Blythe’s motion for a sum 
of £7,570,125 on account to cover the cost 
of the Public Services up to the Ist 
August next. The Minister appealed to 
deputies not to. waste tim? in discussing 
details, but to discuss genera] policy if 
they must talk. He himself set an 
aimirable example by the brevity of his 
introductory, speech. 


MANY CRITICS. 

Mr. MacEntee, of the Fianna Fail 
Party, was first into the breach, and 
likened the Minister’s effort at effecting 
economies to the sorry spectacle of the 
spenlthrift. endeavouring to reform. Mr. 
T. J. O'Connell, leader of the Labour 
Party, found fault with the Minister's 
method of reducing expenditure, and said 
that the votes most heavily dealt with were 
those calculated to give the Jargest 
measure of employment and _ ‘social 
services; while Mr. de Valera thought 
that the Civie Guard should be reduced 
by half and the Army to £1,000,000. 

“Would these reductions raise our 
social services to the level in Great 
Britain?’’? asked Mr. O'Connell. 


£9,000,000 CUT WANTED. 

“TIT do not think we ought to have any 
standard outside our own. We have got 
to make our own life in our own country, 
unl have our social services un to the 
lighest standard we can afford,” replied 
Mr. de Valera, If they took their taxable 
capacity at the moment, they should be 
budgetting for 12 millions, and not 21 
millions, There was a limit to which they 
could go even in social services. 

\nother matter which he urged on the 
attention of the Minister for Agriculture 
was the desirability of having the lands 
already bought out vested in the tenants, 
and he saw no reason why a day could not 
be fixed for general vesting. 

\Majdr Cooper pointed out that economy 
was always popular until you began to 
economise—then the vested interests 
protested. 


CRITICS DISLIKED. 

Several Fianna Fail deputies pleaded 
for immediate vesting of holdings in 
tenants whose farms had been bought out, 
and Mr. Seumas Moore thought that the 
f;overnment should put an end to contro- 
versies about education, particularly with 
regard to compulsory Irish, which were 
leading to hopes on the part of the 
minority that they would be able to estab- 
Nish a system of education in this country 
to suit themsetves. There was not the 
sinallest chance of those people being suc- 
cessful in their agitation, and the Govern- 
ment ought to tell these people that they 
would have’ to reconcile themselves to the 
principle that this country should be builé 
up as a nation, and not as a colony.

PROBLEM OF UNFIT.

THE BISHOP. OF DURHAM 
AND CONTROL. 


The Bishop of Durham, speaking at 
Durham yesterday, said that sociologists 
were impressing upon us the gravity of the 
constant stream into the common life of 
inferior, sub-normal,  half-witted in- 
dividuals, in many cases liable to an 
outbreak of formidable crime, and in many 
cases lowering the whole standard of life. 
In the interests of the individuals them- 
selves, and in that of the nation, it was 
being felt that these individuals ought 
somehow or other to be prevented from 
contributing this stream of weakness tc 
the common life. They ought to be con- 
trolled, and so handled as to be made 
harmless. 

How far could these sub-normal people 
be made serviceable to the community? 
Certainly under wise handling they could 
be usefully emplored in work which did 
not require muc]: intelligence, and with 
kindness and synpathy their powers could 
he developed and their character raised. 
When we came to consider how this could 
be done, Christian influences were seen to 
be the most beneficent and most effective.

“ GLOOMY PICTURE.” 


A plea for lower taxation Was made 
by motorists to Mr. Winston Churchill, 
who received the deputation at the 
Treasury yesterday. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
his reply, however, said that he could not 
feel that the picture of gloomy depression, 
which had been drawn by the deputation, 
really corresponded to the facts. The 
users of non-commercial moter vehicles 
were, upon the whole, the most fortunate 
among .His Majesty’s. subjects in every 
class. He sometimes wondered whether 
they always realised that the great 
majority of people did not enjoy the same 
advantages. 


MOTORISTS’ ADVANTAGES. 

“I sometimes wonder whether the 
motorists realise how great are their advan- 
. tages, or that those who do not enjoy them 
do not always feel entirely contented with 
their experiences,” added Mr. Churchill, 
recalling that there were five thousand 
deaths and 140,000 non-fatal road 
accidents last year. i 

Motor manufacturevs were in a position 
of singular privilege-and advantage. They 
enjoyed a 334 per cent, protective duty 
against foreign competition, and were able 
to purchase all their requirements, for 
manufacture at free trade prices. 

“Tt certainly astonishes me to hear 
that, in spite of these advantages which 
so few. trades in this country at present 
s].are, the ex~ort trade is falling off, and, 
generally speaking. that the?motor trade 
is in a very hard-pressed condition. I 
certainly cannot entirely, or even sub- 
stantially, accept the picture which has 
been ; 

: THE RAILWAYS. 

The deputation Wad talked of the heavy 
burden of taxation on the motor trade. 
Was there not a burden of taxation on 
other trades, who, in some cases, had been 
able to show that their industry was 
actually declining ?

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OIL BATTLE ENDS. 


ROCKEFELLER INTERESTS 
DEFEAT EX-COWBOY. 
From Reuter’s Corresponvenr. 


WHITING, IND., Thursday. 

In this grimy little city, literally a tank 
town, whith sprawls along the windswept 
shores of Lake Michigan, sixteen miles 
east of Chicago, one of the greatest 
financial battles in American history was 
fought out to a thrilling finish this after- 
noon, 

The protagonists in this conflict—a 
veritable epic in oil—were : 

Colonel R. W. Stewart, sometime farm 

boy, lawyer, politician, and rough 
rider, now Chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana ; 
and 

The House of Rockefeller which is 

_ Synonymous throughout the world 
“with power, influence, and bound- 
less wealth. 

The issue at stake was the control of the 

900-million dollar Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana. 
_ The Rockefeller interests claimed that 
Colonel Stewart was not fitted to retain 
the chairmanship on account of his un- 
ethical business methods, and, marshalling 
all their resources, descended upon the 
meeting of sharehulders here to-day with 
the force of shock troops. 

‘Colonel Bob,” as he is known to the 
host. of his friends—grey-haired, iron- 
jawed, and with Scottish blood in his 
veins, put up a gallant fight. 

The odds against him, however, were to» 
strong, and ‘he was eventusily compelled to 
admit defeat. The shareholders’ meeting, 
at which over two thousand were present, 
resembled rather a political convention 
than a business gathering. Scores of 
correspondents of American newspapers 
were gathered there from all over the 
country to report the battle, round by 
round, . while microphones and lond 
speakers were erected to carry the pro- 
ceedings into three separate large halls. 

Whiting itself.lives under a pall of per- 
petual smoke, thrown to the sky by the 
scores of towering refinery elhimneys. 

What the shareholders of the Standard 
Oil of Indiana passed their final verdict on 
to-day was the matter of Colonel Stewart's 
direct or’ indirect connection with the 
notorious Teapot Dome scandal. 

Colonel Stewart was called upon to give 
evidence before the Senate Committee in- 
vestigating the oil scandals, and this led 
to his having to appear twice before juriess 
ouce on a charge of contempt, and the 
second time on a charge of perjury. In 
both cases he was acquitted.

TWO REBEL LEADERS 
KILLED,

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The Mexican Government reports that 
the city of Vera Cruz was re-taken by 
Federal troops yesterday after an all-day 
battle, in which many men were killed on 
both sides. Among the rebel leaders who 
lost their lives were General Luis de la 
Sierra and General Gama. 

The capture of the city was preceded 
by fierce street fighting between the forces 
of General Jesus Aguisre (the insurgent 
commander) and the battalions which 
deserted him on Tuesday. 


LEADER IN FLIGHT. 

The battle was ended by an armistice 
proposed by the Consular Corps. General 
Aguirre was required by the terms of the 
armistice to leave the city, and he 1s 
believed to have escaped in a ship or to 
have fled to the woods to the north. 
leaving behind him about six hundred of 
his followers. 

The report, how-.ver, is to be taken with 
reserve. Communication between Vera 
Cruz and Mexico City has been inter- 
rupted since last night, when the telegraph 
wires were cut somewhere in the State of 
Vera Cruz. 

According te Government accounts; 
General Escobar left Monterey yesterday 
in such haste that he overlogked a million 
rounds of ammunition and large quantities 
of small arms stored there, which were 
found intact by the Federal foyces when 
they re-occupied the city. 


GENERAL ARRESTED. 

General Jesus Palomera Lopez, a 
former chief of the military police in 
Mexico City, has been arrested in the 
State of Michoacan as he was about to 
turn his regiment over to the insurgents, 

The Federal authoritieaé in Juarez 
announce that the United States Govern- 
ment have granted the Federal authorities 
permission to move 2,000 soldiers across 
United States soil’ from Matamoros to 
Juarez, a distance by rail of 750 thiles. 

United States troops are preparing to 
cross the border. and enter Juarez, as 
they did in 1919 wher Villa attacked tho 
town, if - fighting occurs there which. 
menaces. the salety of the inhabitants of 
El Paso.

FOUR MILITARY DISTRICTS. 


Further amendments to the Organisa 
tion Order of the Irish Free State Army 
were made public yesterday, when it was 
announced that arrangements had been 
completed for the division of the Free 
State into four military districts—namely, 

The Curragh. Cork. 
Dublin. Athlone. 

The Curragh Military District, under 
the command of Major-General MeNeill, 
comprises the Counties of Kildare, Leix, 
Tipperary, Kilkenny, Carlow and Wex- 
ford. 

Celonel Liam Hayes will be in command 
of the Dublin District, which comprises 
Dublin City and County, and the 
Counties of Wicklow, Meath, Louth, 
Monaghan and Cavan. 

The Cork Military District comprises 
the Counties of Cork, Waterford, Kerry, 
Limerick and Clare, and will be under 
the command of Colonel F. Bennett. 

The Athlone Military District, compris- 
ing the Counties of Galway, Mayo, Sligo, 
Leitrim, Donegal, Roscommon, Longford, 
Westmeath and Offaly, will be under 
the command -of Colonel McCorley,. whose 
post as O.C. of the Curragh School of 
Instruction will be filled by Colonel 
Eamonn Morcan, formerly in charge of 
Athlone District. 

Few other changes in the personnel of 
the higher command are announced. : 

Colonel Joseph McLoughlin, formerly 
Deputy Adjutant-General, has been ap- 
pointed Chief Staff Officer, and. is 
succeeded as D.A.G. by Major McKenna. 

Colonel J. J. O'Connell, formerly 
lecturer in the Army School of Instruc- 
tion, is transferred to the post of Direc- 
tor of the Second Bureau on General 
Headquarters Staff.

served by Biting ‘Dawson, proprietor of 
jicensed premises on the opposite side of the 
road, and she gave the alarm. Efforts were 
made to rouse Mr. White and his family, but 
if was some time before they heard the knoek- 
‘ng at the door. In the meantime Dr. F. C, 
Wright got‘a iadder-in order to reach. the 
upper room in which the family slept. 
FATHER AND SON RESCUED. 

When Mr. White was roused he brought 
his three children—Bertie, who survives, 
and the boy and girl who perished—to the 
window. All were in their mght attire. The 
fire made rapid headway, and Mr. White was 
compelled to open the window and sit upon 
the sill. Soon the flames surrounded the 
little group at the wintiow. Mr. White was 
on the point of collapse when he and his son 
Bertie were rescued. The other two children 
would appear t6 have gone further back into 
the room in order to escape the flames. Police 
Constable M‘*Kay and Joshua White, a cousin 
of Abraham White, ascended the ladder and 
tried to rescue the two children, but were 
driven back by the smoke and flame. Within 
a few minutes the roof fell in, carrying every- 
thing with it to the ground floor. 

NO HOPE OF ESCAPE. 

Mrs. Bartley s case appears to have been 
hopeless from the outset. She slept in a 
room in the back portion of the house. She 
did not hear the — knocking == and 
ihe cries of alarm, and her re- 
mains, charred beyond recognition, 
were found on the ground floor beneath 
her bedroom. The remains of the children, 
Mary ahd Fréddie White, lav half-buried 
among brick and mortar amid the smoulder- 
ing débrie. 

Dr. Wright had Mr. White and his sur- 
viving- son, Bertie, removed to the Dun- 
gannon Hospital: Both suffered from shock 
and burns and the effects of smoke fumes. 

Neighbours did their best to subdue. the 
fire, but it had got too firm a hold, and by 
the time the Armagh fire brigade arrived it 
could. do no more than seek to check the 
spreading flames and save adjoining premises. 
Among those who worked hard to check the 
fire were Patrick Rafferty and Edward 
Harper. : 

When Mr. White had sold his farm he 
started a shop in Moy, but about four months 
ago his. wife died, and he sold the shop. 
Since then he had 
care of his three little ones. 

POLICE CONSTABLE’S ACCOUNT. 

Constable McKay, who was among the first 
tG arrive at the burning premises, said—‘‘ lt 
was a terrible sight, and one that you could 
not soon forget. The father, on the window- 
sill, held fast to the boy, and made patheti 
appeals for help, while those on the street 
were powerless to reach him. As the fire got 
more intense he became almost distracted and 
threatened to jump down. When we brought 
him down he told us that he had brought all 
the children with him to the window. He 
was quite beside himself with grief, and 
called on us again and again to save his 
children. ‘No one could stand by and hear 
such an appeal unmoved. We did our best, 
but no one could get near them. The place 
was like a raging furnace, and we were 
driven back by the fiames. The children 
would be overcome by the smoke, and must 
have become unconscious within a few 
minutes. Nothing could have saved anyone 
who ventuted" within the room.” 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN 
TRAMORE. 


CORN STORE AND SAWMILLS 
BURNED, 

One of the anést désiructive fires which has 
occurred in the Co. Waterford for some years 
broke out in Tramore ov Wednesday njght 
in the corn stores, sawmill and oil stores of 
Mr. J. H. Lodge, Tramore. The origin of the 
fire is unknown, but the damage amounts to 
between four and five thousand pounds. 

Mr. Lodge stated yesterday that he was 
reading in a room ever his front shop when 
his son rushed up shouting that the place 
was on fire, Going downstairs, he saw that 
the rear premises were a sheet of flame. The 
alarm was given, and the Tramore Waier- 
works «staff, with a lime of hose, and the 
Civic Guards, under Superintendent Keenan, 
were quickly on the scene, and men with 
lines of buckets brought water from the 
public fountains. 

MANY VOLUNTEERS. 

The fire lasted for over two hours before 
it was subduéd.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND: 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) ; 
The hearing was concluded of the appéal 
by the defendants in the case of thy Alliance 
and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company against 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board from: a 
decision of Circuit Court Judge Davitt award- 
ing the plaintifis £62 12s, ód. and. costs dn 
respect to the repair of a ‘“‘grab,”’ their 
property, which had been damaged. while 
being used in the working of a ¢rame in 
leading coke into a vessel at Sir John Roger- 
son’s quay, Dublin. It appeared that an 
employe of thé defendant company was Tn 
charge of the crane, and the appeal invelved 
questions of negligence ahd control. | 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judgment, 
agreed with the finding of the Circuit Conrt 
judge, that the accident was caused* by the 
negligence of the man who was driving tine 
crane, and said that the really troublesome 
uestion in this case was whether the crane 
river was the servant of the Port and Docks 
ard or, as been suggested, of ' the 
Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas. Com: 
pany. There were three tests that were gene- 
rally applied in deciding whose servant a 
person 1s at the time of any particular trans: 
action. The first was, who employed him; 
the second, who paid him his wages and had

no dispute that the person who employed th 
crane driver was the Port and Docks Poaril: 
he was their. servant, generally.speaking: 
they had the power of dismissing him and 
paying him his wages, andj.therefore, two. of 
the tests employed would indicate that, the 
crane driver was the servant of the Portsand: 
Doeks Board. Bnt there remained, the thik? 
test, which was the vital test probahbly—

Having referred to the evidenee on this 
point, Mr. Justice Sullivan. said that he was 
of opinion that the decision of fhe Circuit 
Court judge was right in holding that the 
man was the servant of the Port and» Docks 
Board, and that the Port and Docks Board:

The restricted system has been 
helpful in safegaarding the society’s funds, 
with a corresponding saving on State grants

They simply refused to 
let themselves be badly beaten by one of the 
best packs of ferwards I have ever seen 
play, and they just kept their end up 
sufficiently well to let our smarter backs 
drive home a winning advantage.

Never had a team to play so 
hard to win a game as Ireland had to win 
last season at Cardiff. True, our record 
against Wales in recent years has been very 
satisfactory ; for of the last six games played 
we have won five. But Wales has been 
going through a lean period, with consider- 
able ill luck also ie her on occasions. 

There have been distinct signs this season 
of a turning point having been reached in 
the bad period, and no matter how to- 
morrow's game results, the Welsh sides of 
this season have undoubtedly shown that the 
Principality is still a great stronghold of 
Rugby football. One always likes to see a 
*““come-back ” from Wales; for no other 
country suffers to the same extent from the lure 
of the Northern Union. Were Irish players 
to succumb to the inducements of the pro- 
fessional clubs in the same way there would 
be many vears when our national sides 
would make but a sorry showing in the 
internationals. While anticipating that the 
Welsh side will play up to reputation, it is 
in the belief that Ireland can reproduce the 
Twickenham form that I expect an Irish vic- 
tory. There are indications of the match 
being played on a good dry ground. The 
Northern Branch officials of the Irish Rugby 
Union are taking every precaution against 
overcrowding on the grounds. The tickets 
for admission to the promenade were all dis- 
posed of on last Wednesday.

HUSINESS. 

“ RAYON '—NEW GENERIC TERM. 

Before saying anything about the pre- 
sent position of this other branch, I must 
‘oll vou that we recently decided to adopt 
‘he word ““ Ravon ” as the new generic name 
or artificial silk. We have long felt that the 

ord “artificial”? implied a stigma on this 
~onderful new textile product, besides being 
responsible for a. certain amount of misde- 
.ription and confusion. When you consider 
that varieties of this new material are 
alveady- being made with fibres finer, and at 
he same time stronger, than real silk ; when 
vou consider also that the price of the new 
varns is on the average lower than that of 
any of the staple textile yarns, except cotton, 
vou will agree that the reputation of 
“ Ravon,”’ as we shall now call it, should 3.0 
longer appear to depend in any degree upon 
its resemblance to something else. The word 
‘ Ravon’’ was officially adopted a few years 
ago in the United States—it is in addition 
now used in all American schools—and it has 
made a good deal of headway in this country, 
in the trade and in the Press. So when we 
felt the time was ripe for a change we de- 
-ided that it would be best to adopt the word 
which was already in wide use. 1 believe that 
there is a good prospect of this word betay 
dopted for official purposes in this country, 
sud, turthermore, artificial silk makers on the 
(ontinent are sympathetically considering the 
adoption of this—-or a phonetically similar— 
vame for nse mm their respective countries. 

TRADING CONDITIONS. 

lurning now to our own Rayon (or artificial 
ik) business, I must warn you that the 
picture T have to put before you is a mixed 
one—-inixed as regards the trading history of 
‘he past vear—and indefinite as to the 
future. We started 1928 under good condi. 
iuns, with steady sales, and a possibility of 
uicreased production, though you may remeia- 
ler my pointing out at our last meeting that 

was impossible for turnover to increase 

1926 as 'it had done the year before, for 
.927 started with large stocks in hand, while 
in January. 1928, shelves were comparatively 
T also said that we could not forecast 
the course of business beyond August, and 
hat this course would be mainly determined 

the weight of. new production which 
wight be put on the market in the autumn. 
lt this weight exceeded the demand the 
mdustry would certainly be faced with a 
difficult time. 
PRODUCTION PRICES 
COMPETITION, 

In England and Europe generally this difh- 
cull Gime has certainly arrived again, produc- 
tions has overtaken consumption, and the 
inevitable consequences have followed loss of 
confidence on tie part of buyers, curtailment 
«! orders, a lowering of prices all round, 
ond widespread dislocation of business, from 
which we have not yet recovered. 

such readjustments are inevitable from time 
io time, and it is certain that they can never 
he offected without some jolts, but on this 

asion the disorganisation has been un- 
vsually pronounced, and, in my opinion, to 
4 great extent unnecessary. Ve have ex- 
verieuced periods of excessive production 
hefore, but this is the first occasion on which 
'e have seen large weights of yarn from 
diverse quarters offered at prices well below 
anv possible true cost. The explanation ean 
only be that a number of new producers have 
heen so short of cash with which to carry on 
their operations that they have incontinently 
thrown their production—good, bad and in- 
difterent—upon the market at any price which 

would fetch. We.may leave them to find 
ome way of retracing their steps, if they 
(Laughter.) 

The fact that much of, this production has 
con indifferent, not to say bad, in quality is 
doubly unfortunate in that it must cause 

ouble and disappointment to the manufac- 
‘urer who turns it into fabrics, and to the 
vublie which uses them, and cvery fresh crop 
f trouble of this kind gives our commodity 
a bad mark and causes a set-back to the 
dustry at Jarge. These things need not, 
ave happened if newcomers had not started 
no light-heartedly, without sufficient resources 
either in capital or in éxperience; they would 
not have been in such a hurry to see some- 
thing coming into the exchequer, and in the 
long run their prospects weuld have been dis- 
tinctly more pleasing than they actually are. 
If the trade could not absorb the total output 
of the country at the old price level—which I 
doubt—cuts could have been made with 
sveater deliberation, with more uniformity, 
ind upon a less drastic scale, and the market 
vould not have been unduly upset. 

Personally I am not convinted that the 
‘ade could not have consumed the whole of 
his output at the prices prevailing at the 
neginning of last year, for if an article has 
not proved intrinsically too dear price-stahility 
is the one thing above all others needed by 
‘he user to promote the growth of his own 
siness, and thereby increase the consump- 


ait, 


AND 


/ tion of the materials he buys. This, indeed. ‘+ 


ihe outstanding truth which needs to be 
ealised by everyone who has a hand in the 
direction of this industry. 

INTRINSIC WORTH OF RAYON. 

As to the intrinsic worth of Rayon, I believe 
‘bat even at last year’s prices it would still 
offer by far the most profitable field to the 
manufacturer of textile fabrics, and the best 
alue to everyone who handles it, including 
he ultimate consumer. But the possibility 
“i selling at the old prices has gone by; once 
they have dropped it is very difficult to raise 
‘hem again. At present one can hardly fore- 
vee such a shortage coming about as would 
make higher prices a possibility, and, even 'Í 
possible, they might not again be desirable 
trom our point of view. 

Now that the fall has taken place and the 
new price-level is established, we believe that 
another period of development will follow, 
hut meantime valuable months have elapsed, 
with sales restricted by the nervousness of 
vuyers, and, although we are nogieaieg to sec 
‘igns of reapproaching confidence and hope to 
see an increased volume of business míog 
along soon, we. cannot count on this with 
‘ertainty, And I must point out to you 
that the reduction of our selling prices in 
December by an average of over 15 p.c. has 
cut a very big slice off our margin of profit. 

THE IMPORT DUTIES. 

I think I might say at this stage that un- 
cercainty as to the result of the coming 
seneral election seems to have something to 
do with the general want of confidence, and, 
of course, the artificial silk duties are con- 
stantly in our minds. I do not profess to 
know what atitude any alternative Govern- 
ment may take towards them. I am not a 
party man myself, and hold. no rigid views 
on the question of free trade ‘versus 
protection I do not think that any sacred 
Principle is involved, and I feel that fiscal 
questions ought not to be: party matters ab 


| all, 


Also [ can say that this company never 
asked to have the duties imposed, but once 
they were put on in the modified form finally 
adopted we, like others, naturally 1ade the 
best of them, and the import duties, 
undoubtedly, resulted in a great expansion of 
the rayon industry in this country. (Hear, 
hear.) From 1926 to 1928 our own sales and 
production expanded by over 40 per cent., and 
the production of the country, as a whole, by 
at least 100 per cent. This refers to the pro- 
duction of rayon yarn only. There is no 
doubt that the corresponding increase in the 
use of it (which is largely for the export 
trade) represents a still greater increase in 
the number of people employed in weaving, 
knitting, and otherwise manipulating the 
yarn, for it takes many more people to turn 
a given weight of rayon into a fabric than it 
does to make it in the first place. 
DANGERS OF REMOVAL. 
Now I feel bound to say, and I say it 


deliberately, that, in my opinion,.the with-. 


drawal of the measure of protection afforded 
by the present artificial silk duties to all 
branches of this greatly expanded industry 
would be a first-class calamity from the point 
of view of all those engaged in it to-day. We, 
with our unequalled resources, would cer- 
tainly put up a stiff fight against foreign com- 
petition, but I sincerely believe that there 
are many who would go under. When I tell 
vou that the average wages in the rayon 
industry in the three largest producing con- 
tinental countries are from 40 per cent. to 60 
per cent. below ours in England it will be 
obvious to you that foreign competition is not 
just a bogey, but a matter to be seriously 
weighed by members of all parties alike. 

The difference in the wage factor is now 
a serious matter. The lower the margin of 
profit the more serious does it become, and 
unless there were compensations at home we 
should be compelled to take into account such 
an advantage offered by manufacture on the 
continent, which, under certain § cireum- 
stances, might be enough to deflect abroad 
our main stream of development. Certainly 
I should hesitate a very long time before 
agreeing to further extensions in this country 
if T heard that the import duties on artificial 
silk were to he abolished. 

CONDITIONS ON THE CONTINENT. 

Now to return to our own business, we find 
that conditions on the Continent. of Europe 
are as disordered as they are here, with some 
rayon makers selling at or under cost price, 
and very few working with any profit worth 
speaking of. The change did not come ahout 
so quickly as in England, as signs of weak- 
ness made themselves manifest in certain 
quarters very much earlier than they did here. 
Under these circumstances, production has 
not been pressed to its fullest extent either 
at Calais or at Cologne. In some degree both 
places are marking time and waiting for the 
renewal of confidence, which we hope will 
not. be delayed much longer, for here also 
We see signs of returning stability. 

POSITION IN U.S.A. 

Now, I have left to the last the territory 
of which T can give you the most favourable 
account—that is the United States of America. 
Prices there were maintained at the 1927 
level throughout the whole of last vear, and 
there was some increase in the weight sold. 
It might have been more but for the influence 
of the weakness in Europe, which always 
makes itself felt across the Atlantic after an 
interval. Since our report was printed I have 
learned that certain American producers have 
Jowered their prices, and that the Viscose 
Company has followed suit. 

This is only what we expected, and it was 
no doubt foreseen by the trade in general. 
At any rate, the news of the reductions which 
are less drastic than in Europe does not seem 
to have been accompanied by any great market 
upset. and there seems good reason to hope 
that the transition to a lower and stable 
price level will take place without any serious 
falling off in the volume of business, which 
should soon begin to expand again at a 
reasonable rate. This is the best we can 
look for; for the possibilities do not allow 
of any sensational improvement. 


' CURRENT YEAR’S PROSPECTS. 
Now, I hope you will not complain be- 


| cause my account of the state of the industry 


may be rather confused; for that is exactly 
what the conditions themselves are. Briefly, 
in America the outlook seems to be settled, 
but not especiaily brilliant, while conditions 
in Europe are still very difficult. While we 
hope these will improve, any rapid improve- 
ment is far from certain. And I must re- 
mind you once again that our margins of 
profit are reduced everywhere. The very best 
we could hope for during the current year 
would be for expanding output and sales to 
compensate for this reduction in the margins, 
but the recent state of uncertainty in England 
and the rest of Europe has had a depressing 
effect upon markets, from which they can 
hardly recover in a moment. 

CONTINUED TECHNICAL PROGRESS. 

If we now turn our eyes for a moment 
away from the commercial side of our busi- 
ness, with its rather stormy outlook, and 
consider the technical aspects, we shall find 
much more cause for satisfaction. Our 
technical progress during the year has been 
continuous and widespread, and we have no 
fear of losing the leading place in the in- 
dustry which we have held in the past. The 
yarns which we make are always increasing 
in’ variety and improving in quality, and 
this is reflected in our own weaving depart- 
ment, which is continually expanding its range 
of the highest-class fabrics, while more and 
more replacing real silk by rayon. Many ex- 
perts now consider the best rayon fabrics 
to be superior in most respects to anything 
made of the natural fibre; and, indeed, the 
extent to which fine rayon yarns have dis- 
placed rea) silk during the last two years 
is remarkable. 

Beside the fine varieties of ordinary viscuse. 
which have had an increasing success during 
the past year, we have made progress with 
the new strong varn manufactured under the 
Lilienfeld patents, to which we have given 
the name “ Durafi].’”” This yarn has made 
a favourable start; we are already supplying 
it commercially in small quantities, and it 
‘is meeting with a good reception. The 
plant is being increased, but progress at this 
stage is necessarily slow, and growth cannot 
be great during the current year. 

Our acetate yarn is also making its way, 
and is reputed to be second to none in 
quality, and we shall increase our output of 
this class of rayon as required. Though 
there are undoubtedly uses for it, these fie 
on account of its high cost mainly in the 
field of specialities, and there is every pros- 

et of viscose continuing to be the staple 
article of the future. At any rate, it is 
fairly safe to say that nothing has yet been 
discovered in relation to the acetate—or any 
other—process to shake this belief. 

ECONOMICAL MANUFACTURE. 

While improving our products in quality 
and variety, we have by no means lost sight 
of the important question of costs. Apart 
from unavoidable differences in wages, . I 
believe we are manufacturir’ in England to- 
day as cheaply as anyone i. the world, and 
we are continually improving and simplifying 
our methods with a view to economy, though, 
as I have had occasion to pat out before, 
nothing very drastic in this direction can be 
looked for, as the field of possible economies 
still remaining is small. I must ask you 
not to be unduly alarmed by claims which 
we hear made occasionally relating to much 
cheaper processes, extraordinary economies in 
labour, etc. You can rely on it that we 
know as much about that side of manufacture 
as anybody, and we shall not spend many 
sleepless nights on account of such tales; in 
fact, we believe our. competitive strength to 
be greater than ever. (Hear, hear.) 

THE BALANCE SHEET. 

If you will now look at the balance sheet, 
I will explain a few of the figures. 

The first figure I have to draw your atten- 
tion to is “* creditors, etc.” £3,865,262. 
Under this head you will notice that reserves 
are provided for taxation and contingencies, 
and, in connection with this, [ may mention 


that it has been considered desirable that any 


Rayon (Artificial Silk) 
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reserves which maybe no longer required for 
esate should be retained as reserves for 
nti = 

The next figure, “ capital reserve account,” 
£514,337, requires a little explanation. During 
the year our Canadian undertaking’ was 
transierred to a Canadian company at a 
capitalisation in excess of the value appear- 
ing in our The surplus arising has 
been credited to capital reserve, while the 
corresponding shares are included at par in 
the item, “‘investments in and advances to 
and Allied Com- 
panies,’ on the other side of the balance 
sheet. 

Turning now to the other side, you will see 
that papers , plant, etc., are up by about 
£900,000. is is accounted for by com- 
pletion of the machinery at Wolverhampton 
and expenditure on our Acetate Works. 

The next important increase is in the 
“investments in and advances to other 
Rayon (Artificial Silk) Companies.” Part of 
it represents the aoe in the Canadian 
Company already mentioned, and the re- 
mainder advances in connection with the 
completion of the works at Calais and 
Cologne. 

Cash. at hankers is less than last year. 
The money has partly been used the 
financing of the above-mentioned Continental 
companies and partly invested. 

In conclusion, I would like to express my 
thanks once again to all our administrative 
and working staffs—men and women—and to 
put it on record that, in my opinion, 1928, 
in respect of technical progress and the 
quality of the products manufactured, marks 
an advance on any previous year within my 
own memory. (Applause.)

Mr. Williams—tThere are one or two ques-. 
tions which I should like to ask. The first 
question is: Why is there no specific sum 
allocated in the balance sheet for the depre- 
ciation of buildings, plant, stocks-in-trade 
and investments? ‘The second question is: 
What sum has been allocated for the depre- 
ciation of these items? and the third ques- 
tion is: Why is there no profit and loss 
account accompanying the balance sheet? 
The fourth question is: How much of the 
£3,865,262 which forms the item, “ creditors’ 
six months’ Preference dividend accrved and 
reserves,’ on the liabilities side of the 
balance sheet, is due to creditors only? and 
the last question is: How much of the total 
sum of £9,888,263 on the assets side of the 
balance sheet, as ‘‘ British Government 
securities and other investments,’ is in- 
vested in British Government securities ° 

The Chairman—Are there any other ques- 
tions ? : 

Mr. Morrison—In addition to the questions 
which have already been put, may I ask 
whether there is any reason, other than that 
it may not be good for shareholders to know 
how wealthy they are, why the revenue from 
investments and the trading revenue should 
not be shown separately? The directors’ 
report and the Chairman’s speech are, as 
usual, informative rather in appearance than 
in actual fact—a condition to which share- 
holders of this company are well accustomed. 
But, Mr. Chairman, I think the Board might, 

erhaps, pay some attention to the change in 
eeling which is taking place among investors 
enerally. Industrial companies to-day have 

come such great organisations that their 
affairs are of interest to circles far outside 
their immediate shareholders. Organisations 
such as Courtaulds have an effect on the 
social and economic lives of the countries in 
which they operate such as to cause an 
increasing deswe for knowledge of their 
operations, scope and prospects among a very 
large circle of people. I consider this is a 
very justifiable desire, and I suggest, Mr. 
Chairman, that it would be a wise thing 
for the Board to recognise this interest which 
is being taken. 
THE TECHNICAL SIDE. 

I should like to say something on the 
technical side, and I speak here quite as a 
layman seeking information. We have seen 
during the past year or so certain references 
to the linking up of the trade or industry in 
an international sense. It would be very 
interesting, I am sure, to everybody to learn 
how far that linking up has gone, and what 
its future possibilities are. You referred, 
Mr. Chairman, to the dislocation, which, in 
your opinion, was unnecessary. Is there any 
possibility that, by a further linking up of 
of these international interests among big 

roducers, the disturbance of the industry 

v ‘“‘bulls in the china shop” can be 
eliminated or reduced by a further closer 
vesking between the big producers? 

On the question of quality, you, sir, have 
referred to the very low quality produced 

so many of your competitors. During 
the last few months there has been some 
mention of standards of quality, and I should 
like to know whether it is possible for a 
company such as Courtaulds, in conjunction 
with its associate, to Jay down international 
standards for qualities. If such standards 
could be laid down and accepted by the 
trade generally, it would either compel these 
new producers to manufacture up to the 
standard or to go out of business altogether. 

There is one other point, Mr. Chairman, to 
which I would like to refer. That is when 
vou speak of the increased consumption 
which has taken place, and which we all 
anticipate will go on, whether you as a Board 
would look at the abnormal difference in 
the value of the article as it is produced 
and sold by the manufacturer and that same 
article as it is purchased by the consumer. 
I feel that if anything can be done by which 
that abnormal margin can be reduced—that 
is, distributing profits—that the result, would 
be a fall in the price of the article which 
Would create an extension of demand that 
would amaze even the Board of Courtaulds, 


CHAIRMAN’S REPLY. 

The Chairman in reply said:—lhe ques- 
tions put by the first shareholder were very 
largely connected with the form of the 
accounts. For instance, he asked why we 
did not show a separate profit and loss 
account. The account is shown in the form 
in which it has appeared for the last fifteen 
years or more. We are not the only people 
who issue a combined account like this, and 
I do not think that the question has been 
put to us before. The amount of the profit 
is certified by the auditors, but has always 
been taken to be satisfactory. (Hear, hear.) 

Then he asked why no specific sum was 
allocated for depreciation. The two figures 
at the top of the right-hand side of the 
account have already had depreciation de- 
ducted, and in the report we mention the 
charging of depreciation of buildings, 
plant, stocks-in-trade, and investments. That 
is‘ the form in which we have always done 
it. That is the plan which we have always 
pursued, so that the values appearing are 
already written down before we announce 
the profit. We think that that is a more 
straightforward way of doing it than by 
announcing a profit and then saying that 
it is stbject to depreciation. We do not 
consider: it a profit until depreciation has 
been deducted. (Hear, hear.) 

The item of creditors, etc., and reserves 
in respect of taxation and contingencies is 
a sum which we have always found to be 
convenient to keep together in one figure 
like this, and I de not think that there 
is any sufficient reason for altering our 
method. With regard to the amount of 
British Government stocks included in the 
investment item, over 90 per cent—nearly 
100 per cent., in fact—is in British Govern- 
ment securities. (Applause.) 

The first question asked by the second 
shareholder was also about the accounts— 
why the revenue from investments and the 
trading income are not shown separately. 
That is the kind of thing which we do not 
want to tell everybody too exactly. There 
are many people who would like to know 
exactly what we make from every branch 
of our operations. It would be extremely 
useful information to them, and it would 
not. serve any practical purpose to set it out 
here, so we like to leave them guessing. 
(Laughter, and applause.) 

This same shareholder raised one or two 
quite interesting points with regard. to 
further co-operation between different  pro- 
ducers. That is a thing which we are always 
studying, and I think that gradually, per- 
haps, the big producers are getting closer 
together; but it is an extremely difficult and 
intricate question. All that I can tell you 
is that it is a matter of which we do not 
lose sight—in fact, it is one of our main 
preoccupations. Curiously enough, the ques- 
tion of standardisation is also one of which 
we have thought a great deal during the 
last twelve months or so. As a matter of 
fact, there has been an international bureau 
started, to which most of the big producers 
in Europe are parties, to work on this 
question, and to see whether it is possible 
to arrive at any standards.

difference in value between what we get for 
the article. and what the public pays for it.

The Chairman said-—Ladies and gentlemen, 


the report and accounts are already before 
you, and you will, doubtless, desire me, as 
usúai, to take them as read. (Agreed.) 

I will follow my usual practice of making 
some observations in regard to the trade in 
which we are engaged bejore dealing with 
the accounts. I informed vou last year that 
we were endeavouring to bring our “ Ex- 
press’ omnibus up to the highest possible 
standard, and at the same time to reduce 
the cost of production. The efforts of the 
managing director and staff have borne good 
fruit, and the “ Express’’ omnibus con 
tinues to be recognised by leading operators 
as the best of its type on the market. whilst 
regular output has enabled us to manufacture 
more efficiently and eccnomically than at the 
commencement. So manv orders for this 
vehicle came in for delivery during the latter 
part of last year and the early months of this 
year that we were coinpelled to consider how 
to increase the company’s output in order to 
meet the demand. With a total expenditure 
to December 351 last year of £12,269 we were 
able to increase the capacity of the company 
by about 50 per cent., but this addition to 
our output was made gradually, and only 
came into full operation at the end of the 
year. Even with this increased production 
we were unable to accept some good orders 
offered to us, because we could not give the 
early delivery required. So far as we can 
see, there is a continuance of the satisfactory 
demand for the '' Express” chassis. This 
chassis has been generally used as a single 
deck omnibus, but one of the large operators 
with whom we do regular business has re- 
cently been trying it on a small double-deck 
body with excellent results. 

SUCCESS OF NEW PETROL-ELECTRIC 
CHASSIS. 

] shall refer again to our 
heavier gear-driven omnibus chassis and to 
our production of gear-driven commercial 
vehicles, but before doing so I wish to make 


"ase ion of 


some remarks in connection with petrol-electric 


vehicles. Our friends who have purchased from 

this company and operated petrol-electric 

vehicles with great success for a number of 
years have Ea us every reason to believe: 
that we shall obtain a large order for the re 
placement of all their vehicles of this type 
as soon as we have been able te satisfy them 

with trial vehicles. We have completed the 

manufacture of eight new and entirely up-to- 

date petrol-electric chasses for test in service, 

and some of these will be running upon the 

London streets as soon as the bodies are 

erected upon them. The chassis has already 
been passed by Scotland Yard, and there 
only remains the passing of the final vehicle 
complete with the body. From our own tests 
and from the running of a similar engine 
and dynamo for over 20.000 miles in Wolver- 
hampton we have every reason to believe 
that the results will give satisfaction. 


PETROL-ELECTRIC COMMERCIAL 
VEHICLES. 

We have also given close attention to petrol- 
electric commercial vehicles, and we have now 
in production standardised engines of two types 
of different sizes and power suitable for both 
passenger and goods vehicles, either of which 
can be supplied gear-driven or electrically 
Propelled. Our managing director has gone 
closely and carefully into the relative ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of each, and the 
able and easily understood article written by 
him for publication in the next few days in 
“ Modern Transport’’ will show that under 
certain conditions and in certain districts the 
advantages of petrol-electric over gear-driven 
vehicles is considerable, while in other dis- 
tricts and under other conditions the advan- 
tage is with the gear-driven vehicle. 

I think I can accurately say that we are 
the only company in this country able to 
offer our customers both types and to advise 
them as to which is the more economical and 
satisfactory for their particular conditions. 

A HOUSE OF LORDS’ VERDICT. 

Before passing on from the subject of 
petrol-electric wishes I must make a short 
reference to the company’s successful en- 
deavour to establish the right for users of 
petrol-electric vehicles for goods purposes to 
the relief in taxation offered to “ electrically 
propelled ” goods vehicles under the Finance 
Act of 1926. We obtained judgment in our 
favour in the court. of first instance. but 
the Kent County Council and the Ministry 
of Transport appealed, and the judgment was 
reversed in the Court of Appeal, although the 
dissenting Lord Justice strongly supported 
the verdict of the court below. Your direc- 
tors decided to take the case to the House 
of Lords, with the result that the highest 
tribuna] in the land gave us an absolute and 
unanimous verdict. Users of our petrol- 
electric vehicles for goods purposes are now 
In a position to recover the amounts over- 
paid since 1926, and will obtain future relief 
under the present Finance Act. 

It has been suggested that the relief so ob- 
tained may be altered by the Finance Act of 
the current year, but I do not agree that 
there is justification for such a suggestion. 
We started our application for this relief in 
taxation early in the year 1927, considerably 
before the Budget of 1928. We fee} sure 
that the Ministry of Transport would not 
have put us, a somewhat struggling industry, 
to the risk of so large an expense, nor the 
public funds to the same heavy expense, had 


a useful decision after it had been arrived at. 
We cannot tell what was the intention of the 
Legislature in giving some relief to electri- 
cally propelled vehicles, but we believe that 
it was desired to give encouragement to the 
use of these vehicles because of the greai 
saving of wear on the road surfaces as com- 
pared with gear-driven vehicles. 
IMPROVED CASH POSITION. 

Turning to the accounts, you will have 
noticed that the loan from our bankers of 
£50,000 has been extinguished, and that we 
have a credit balance on the other side of 
£29,425 against cash in the previous year of 
£9,115, so that our cash posigion shows an 
improvement over the previous year of over 
£70,000. 

We are considering the necessity of a still 
further increase to meet the demand for our 
vehicles, but we shall go quite cautiously in 
this respect, always bearing in mind that we 
must retain the good name for adhering to 
our promises of delivery that we have estab- 
lished in recent years. You will realise that 
the question of further increase re- 
quires consideration when I tell you 
that a director of a company’ which 
buys many vehicles from us told me, 
while discussing the large order we hope to 
obtain from them, that his greatest anxiety 
in placing the order with us is in regard to 
our ability in our increasing trade to make 
and deliver the chassis promptly. I think 
I satisfied him on the point. 

I now move :—‘‘ That the report and ac- 
counts for the year ended December 31, 1928, 
as submitted to the shareholders, be reeeived 
and adopted, and that the dividend for one 
year at the rate of 7, per cent. per annum 
upon the Preference shares to December 31, 
1926, be confirmed.”’ 

Mr. W. R. Sheppard (managing director) 
seconded. 

After the chairman had replied to ques- 
tions, the resolution was carried unanimously. 

Following the re-election of the retiring 
directors and the re-appointment of the audi- 
tors, the meeting was adjourned for a class 
meeting of the Preference shareholders, at 
which the proposals for the payment of 
arrears of dividend were carried unanimously.

CATTLE. 

DUBLIN (METROPOLITAN).—Enimes of 
cattle here this week were rather fewer than 
previous gathering, Lut of sheep there was 
a very. substantially increased supply. 
Altogether there was an absolute absence of 
energy or cohesion in trade for any class of 
stock—in fact, marxet proved about the most 
tedious selling fixture since opening of year. 
In sheep division the suppiy practically 

roved more than half too mich beyond what 
Sears eould be convenientiv found for. The 
hogget trade was especially 
pressed. There were several further absen‘ees 
among the shipping fraternity, and it 1s 
evident that our Genet market is offering less 
attraction to many of the spirited English 
and Scotch patrons who previously drew 
largely for their weekly regular requirements 
from here. Heavy bullocks particularly were 
at some more or less serious disadvantage 1n 
the circumstances to cash; indeed, all cattle 
exceeding 10 cwt., and especially heifers 
around that weight, were most disappoint- 
ingly bid for, with values still slipping dis- 
tinctly back. Best quality may be reckoned 
at a further discount of 6d. to ls. per cwt., 
and secondary descriptions 1s. to 1s. 6d. per 
cwt. worse than last week., while home trade 
sheep of handy weights were a good 2s. to 
5s. per head and heavier and rough descrip- 
tions in many comparative instances 5s. io 
10s. per head lower. In neither the bovine 
nor ovine departments was an appreciable 
clearance found practicable. Market closed 
very late and irregular, naturally, under pres- 
sure of virtually abnormal supplies for season 
and narrow shipping offtake.
